Refined soldiers campaign to get equal rights

FORMER Gurkha soldiers have vowed 
to never stop fighting for equal rights 
with other British Army troops. 

Hundreds of the famously brave Nepalese warriors, 
many of whom were based in Kent, marched on 
London this week demanding the right to stay in the 
UK and better pensions. 

They are also seeking a judicial review in their bat¬ 
tle against the Government. 

Gurkhas who retired after 1997, when their former 
base Hong Kong was handed over to the Chinese, are 
automatically allowed to remain in Britain and have 
the same pensions as other UK soldiers. 

However, those who left the Army before then must 
apply for citizenship - and only receive a pension

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Debt cloud 
is casting 
its shadow 
over Kent 


A MAJOR increase in the number of 
debt-strapped Kent people seeking 
expert advice has been reported by 
the Citizens Advice services - but 
there is a wide gap in how debt is 
spread across the county. 

As advisors revealed they are 
seeing more people than ever about 
spiralling debts, such as mortgage 
arrears, KoS has obtained data 
showing that total balances, less 
mortgages, for large Kent towns 
range from more than £800 million in 
Canterbury, to less than £300m in 
Hempstead Valley. 

The gathering debt clouds come as 
official figures from the Office for 
National Statistics show that family 
bills for petrol and staple foods have 
rocketed by 40 per cent in the 12 
months to February - the fastest rate 
since records began and that’s even 
before rising energy bills and increases 
from the recent Budget have kicked in. 

Fearful 

Nationally, Citizens Advice bureaux 
say they have seen a 35 per cent 
increase in the number of people 
worried about their mortgages since 
the start of the year and managers 
and housing advisors in Kent report 
similar trends. 

Sue Parker, manager of Canterbury 
CAB, said she had seen an increasing 
number of people with mortgage 
arrears problems in the last year. 

She said: “We get a lot of people who 
will come in and say ‘I’m going to be 
repossessed’. I’m not at all optimistic. 
I’m really quite fearful for what’s hap¬ 
pening, not just here but nationally.” 

Ms Parker said that there had also 
been a notable rise in the number of 
people claiming bankruptcy. 

Pauline Wood, manager of Thanet 
CAB, said the branch had seen a rise 
in the number of people with debt

equal to a sixth of what British soldiers have. 

Chhatra Rai, 41, general secretary of the 
British Gurkha Welfare Society, told Kent 
on Sunday: “The fight will go on forever. We 
are known as being tenacious fighters and 
this is a battle like any other. 

“The Gurkha motto is ‘It is better to die 
than five a coward’, which reflects exactly 
how we feel about this fight - there is no 
giving up.” 

Judicial reviews can be made by courts 
into any actions taken by government. 

The Gurkhas want a review of ministers’ 
decision to have the 1997 cut-off point. 

Gurkhas have been a part of the British 
Army since 1815. They have won numerous 
Victoria Crosses and 43,000 died in the two 
world wars. 

Recognise 

On Wednesday, 50 veterans gave their cher¬ 
ished medals to the Liberal Democrat leader 
Nick Clegg, to pass onto Gordon Brown. 

Mr Rai, a former Warrant Officer Class 
Two who was in the Army for 20 years, said: 
‘We are determined to get what’s right for 
all Gurkhas who fought for Britain, no mat¬ 
ter what happened on a particular date.” 

And he added: We are seeking a judicial 
review to get this whole mess sorted out 
once and for all.” 

Former Gurkhas, many of who were 
based at Shomcliffe, Folkestone, protested 
outside Parliament on Wednesday, 
demanding that Mr Brown gives them the 
same rights as other soldiers who left the 
Army after 1997. 

At Prime Minister’s Questions later the 


same day, Mr Clegg held up one of the 
Gurkhas’ medals in the Commons and 
called on Mr Brown to act. 

He accused Government ministers of a 
“spectacular misjudgement” on the issue. 

In his response, Mr Brown praised the 
Gurkhas for doing a “tremendous job” and 
said the Government had extended equal 
pay and pension rights to those serving 
since 1997. 

Derek Twigg, Under-Secretary of State 
for Defence and Minister for Veterans, said: 
“We recognise the professional service 
given by current and former Gurkhas. 

“I believe that the terms and conditions of 
service for serving Gurkhas and pensions 
paid to ex-Gurkhas are fair and recognise 
the changes to the Brigade of Gurkhas 
since 1997.” 

Prince Harry recently praised Gurkhas 
he served alongside in Afghanistan. 

But a comment posted on www.kent- 
news.co.uk said: “Despite the fact that 
Prince Harry commented on the bravery of 
Gurkhas, it’s sad that still the British 
Government doesn’t treat them equally.” 

The 1st Battalion The Royal Gurkha 
Rifles has its garrison in Brunei, whereas 
the 2nd Battalion is stationed at 
Folkestone’s Shomcliffe Barracks. 

Brigadier Iain James, Commanding 
Officer of 2 (South East) Brigade, is respon¬ 
sible for both units. He is based at 
Shomcliffe Barracks in Folkestone.

Overdraft 
problems 
are on the 
increase 
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problems, not just mortgage problems, while 
Christopher Turner, a housing advisor at 
Maidstone, said many people on fixed rate 
mortgages were realising they have little 
chance of meeting their repayments. 

He said: “This time last year I was seeing one 
a month, now it’s one a week. It’s been increas¬ 
ing for a while. It is likely that more and more 
people are going to get into trouble and it is like¬ 
ly there are going to be a growing number of 
repossessions.” 

And it’s not just people on low incomes with 
problems. 

Mr Turner added: “It is affecting people with 
reasonable jobs. It is an expensive part of the 
country and people are desperate to try to 
secure accommodation.”

While the service found that credit card 
related problems were actually down by nine 
per cent - probably because users had taken 
early steps to contain spending or stopped 
altogether - overdraft related issues were up 
by seven per cent. 

Meantime, credit reference agency Experian 
reported Bromley was second to Penzance for 
the highest rise in credit card debt and 
Dartford was among the lowest increases. 

In terms of total debts in Kent towns, less 
mortgages, Bromley came second to 
Canterbury with £650m, then Chatham and 
Maidstone with just over £600m. Ashford was 
sixth in the county at £450m, followed by 
Tunbridge Wells with £430m. 

Gravesend was 12th with £360m, followed 
by Tonbridge with just over £310m and 
Hempstead Valley with just on £300m.

THE Good Friday Peace 
Agreement, the restoration of 
man’s friendship with God and 
“eureka moments” will be the 
themes of Easter messages by 
Kent’s leading clergymen. 

The Archbishop of Canterbury and the 
Bishops of Rochester and Dover have taken 
different approaches to the Easter message 
this year, with Dr Rowan Williams speaking 
about the historic Irish peace agreement. 

He said it showed how the Good Friday 
story had come alive in our time. 

“When I think about what happened on 
the first Good Friday,” he said, “I think 
about events that have brought it to life for 
me and others in my lifetime. 

“Not only in Northern Ireland, but other 
places too. 

“A few years back, I visited a country 
just as it was coming out of a bad period of 
civil war. A group of local missionary monks 
had gone out to negotiate for the release of 
prisoners and they’d been killed in cold 
blood by one of the local warlords. 

“And somehow this had shocked the 
whole community into realising the need for 
change and peace suddenly looked possible. 

“They’d just brought home that real peace 
happens when people let go and take real 
risks - in personal relationships just as 
much as in relations between tribes or 
countries.” 

Strength 

The Bishop of Rochester, Dr Michael 
Nazir-Ali, said Jesus’ suffering and death at 
Easter restored our friendship with God. 

He said: “This work of restoration goes on 
with us, in us and around us as the risen 
life of Jesus changes us, those around us 
and is the principal agent in the transfor¬ 
mation of the world. 

“Nor is this restoration just a patching up 
of the old. It is nothing less than the renew¬ 
al of our hearts, minds, souls and bodies so 
that, once again, we can look up to the 
source of our being and derive strength for 
the daily business of following Jesus.” 

The Right Reverend Stephen Venner, the 
Bishop of Dover and in Canterbury, will be 
giving an Easter Sunday sermon at 
Bekesbourne Parish Church, near 
Canterbury, for the 9.30am Holy Communion. 

Martin Short, the Bishop’s chaplain, said 
the sermon will centre around “eureka 
moments”. 

Mr Short said: “It is that eureka moment 
that challenges all our worldly priorities - if 
life after death is a reality for you then you 
look at everything through completely new 
set of eyes.” 

He said the Bishop would be asking the 
congregation what that eureka moment 
means to them.

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Public sector Cannes 
trip defended as ‘vital’

DELEGATES from local author¬ 
ities and public sector organisa¬ 
tions spent four days in the 
South of France last week, rub¬ 
bing shoulders with movers and 
shakers in the international 
property world. 

They travelled to the MIPIM conference 
in Cannes, billed as the World’s Property 
Market’, which they said was vital for boost¬ 
ing regeneration in the county. 

The South East England Development 
Agency, Medway Council and investment 
promotion agency Locate in Kent, which is 
funded by KCC, Medway and Seeda, sent 
delegates to the conference. 

The conference is an annual networking 
event for property developers and others 
involved in large-scale development schemes. 

It brought together delegates and 
exhibitors from all over world, including 
America, Asia, Europe, South America and 
former Soviet states such as the Ukraine. 

Nearly 30,000 people attended, prompt¬ 
ing one attendee from Kent to comment: 

“People were nearly falling over each other.” 

The event included talks, seminars and 
awards, as well as opportunities for dele¬ 
gates to make business contacts. 

Seeda sent 15 people to MIPIM, including 
chairman Jim Braithwaite and chief execu¬ 
tive Pam Alexander. 

A spokesman said it was too soon to say 
how much the event had cost, although last 
year Seeda spent more than £40,000 sending 
a delegation of 20 people to the conference. 

Champagne 

Kent County Council deputy leader Alex 
King and official Adam Wilkinson joined a 
delegation from Locate in Kent, which 
included its chairman Sir Brandon Gough 
and chief executive Paul Wookey. 

Medway Council sent three people: Brian 
Weddell, head of Medway Renaissance, 

Rochester Riverside project manager Sarah 
Beck and director of regeneration, commu¬ 
nity and culture, Robin Cooper. 

Medway confirmed the trip cost £6,500, 
two-thirds of which was the cost of passes 
for the event. 

Mark Wallace, campaign director for the 
Taxpayers’ Alliance, said he did not think 
any residents had seen the benefits of pre¬ 
vious visits to the conference. 

Mr Wallace said: “As far as anyone can tell 
it’s a very expensive thing, just a quick look 
around its website shows beautiful people 
being served champagne by beautiful wait¬ 
resses in the South of France sun. 

‘What people want is for them to stay at 
home and to have schools that can educate, 
police on the streets and bins collected on 
time, rather than seeing them going on jol¬ 
lies to Cannes.” 

Last year’s event was described by

PFI new hospital 
costs not known 


NHS bosses in west Kent were this week 
unable to disclose the total cost to taxpayers of 
a £227 million Private Finance Initiative 
scheme to build Pembury Hospital. 

The Department of Health and the Treasury 
gave the ambitious plans for a groundbreaking 
512-bed new hospital - with single, en suite 
rooms - the go-ahead on Tuesday. 

Maidstone and Tunbridge Wells NHS Trust 
said building work could begin in as little as 
two weeks time. 

Under the deal, the trust has to pay back its 
PFI partner, Equion, the £227m - plus other 
costs occurred. 

A spokesman said the trust was unable to pro¬ 
vide details of the repayment scheme because 
contracts were being signed and exact figures 
still being worked out as KoS went to press. 

Critics of PFI say the schemes lock trusts 
into high-cost schemes with lengthy payback 
contracts and fail to benefit patients. 

Bromley Hospitals NHS Trust’s PFI scheme 
at Princess Royal University Hospital in 
Orpington, which opened in 2003, cost £155m 
and is one of the largest PFI projects in the 
country. 

A spokeswoman said this week the scheme is 
one of the reasons for the trust’s £19m deficit.

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MP’s anger 
at ‘fudged’ 
process over 
council boss 

A DECISION on the future of the absent 
chief executive of Swale Borough Council 
may not be made until after the May 
elections, writes Phil Reilly. 

Mark Bilsborough, who earns around 
£100,000 a year, has been on leave with full 
pay since December 2006. 

It is understood his leave came after 
complaints from senior managers at the 
council, although the nature of the 
complaints has not been made public. 

Disciplinary hearings started this 
January and have now been concluded. 

Independent discrimination law special¬ 
ist John Bowers QC has been conducting 
the hearings and is now in the process of 
putting together his report. 

However, the report is unlikely to be 
made available to the council before mid 
April, giving the council little time to act on 
it before local council elections on May 1. 

Derek Wyatt, Labour MP for Sittingboume 
and Sheppey, said the matter had been 
“fudged” by the Tory-controlled council. 

He said: “Of course it’s not going to come 
out before the election. It’s been a fudge, a 
political fudge. 

“It’s not about the decision, it’s the timing 
of when the decision is going to be made by 
Swale Borough Council’s leaders.” 

Independent Swale councillor Chris 
Boden has called for a public inquiry once 
the final decision has been reached and all 
subsequent appeals heard. 

He said: “The average Swale resident is 
confused and angry. What’s so wrong is the 
process has been mired in secrecy.” 

Cllr Boden said the public now “has very 
little confidence and very little trust” in the 
council. 

Mr Bilsborough took charge of the local 
authority in January 2006. 

A year later, when he did not return to 
work after Christmas, the council said he 
was on compassionate leave. 

This situation continued until June 2007, 
when the council decided he “was now on 
garden leave under the terms of his con¬ 
tract of employment”. 

Cllr Andrew Bowles, leader of Swale 
council, said the report would go before the 
council at the “earliest opportunity”. 

He said: ‘When the report goes before 
council will depend on when the designated 
independent person completes it and sends 
it to us - we expect it by mid April. 

‘We will also seek the opinion of the 
council’s independent legal advisors about 
calling a full council meeting a fortnight 
before the elections.” 


Tom to travel 
back in time?

new series not 

ruled out bv ex 
Timelord Baker

Baker - who lived near Maidstone when he 
starred as TV’s favourite Timelord in the 
1970s - has retained a high profile on the 
small screen as the voice-over in BBC’s cult 
comedy show Little Britain. 

But speaking at the launch of an exhibition 
this week at Earls Court in London, dedicated 
to the new series of the science fiction show 
with David Tennant in the title role, he did not 
rule out a special appearance in Dr Who. 

The programme has become famous for 
reintroducing past favourites, such as jour¬ 
nalist Sarah-Jane Smith, robot dog K9 and 
the villainous Daleks and Cybermen. 

“Perhaps I might make a guest appearance 
- perhaps,” said the 74-year-old. 

“Providing they ask me nicely, of course.” 

But Baker admitted he has not been follow¬ 
ing the new adventures of The Doctor. 

“I don’t actually watch [Dr Who],” he said. “I 


didn’t even watch it when I was in it - for all 
sorts of reasons. But I do get messages from 
David Tennant and I have seen him in other 
things of course. 

“He has been a huge success and I am very 
pleased about that.” 

During the 1960s and 70s the show was 
famous for its unconvincing special effects 
and cardboard-style sets. 

But the 21st century remake has seen big 
budgets, computer-generated images for 
effects and more sophisticated costumes and 
make-up for aliens. 

After visiting the show, which runs 
throughout the summer, Baker said: ‘Well it’s 
moved on a lot hasn’t it? We had very small 
budgets, but that has all changed. It’s more 
like a film now.” 

He succeeded Jon Pertwee in the role of Dr 
Who in 1974 after a former “career” as a 


monk and work on a building site. 

During his seven years at the controls of 
the Tardis, Baker became probably the most 
popular of the original actors to play the icon¬ 
ic role - and was best known for his long scarf 
and offering jelly babies to his enemies. 

In 1986, Baker married Sue Jerrard, who 
had been an assistant editor on Doctor Who. 
They moved to an old property in Boughton 
Malherbe, near Maidstone, before emigrating 
to France in 2002. 

During this time he was a regular in the 
Red Lion pub in Lenham village. The couple 
sold the property to Vic Reeves, with whom 
Baker had worked on Randall & Hopkirk 
(Deceased), although Reeves has subsequent¬ 
ly moved to Charing.

Campaigner backs our fight to beat infection

THE son-in-law of one of the 90 
patients who died during super¬ 
bug outbreaks at hospitals in 
west Kent has since been cam¬ 
paigning tirelessly for improved 
hygiene and infection control. 

Flonie Field, described by her family as 
very fit and active 86 year old, died from 
Clostridium difficile at Kent and Sussex 
Hospital in Tunbridge Wells after she con¬ 
tracted the highly infectious diarrhoea bug 
in May 2006. 

Control 

Tony Charlton wrote a number of letters to 
Maidstone and Tunbridge Wells NHS 
Trust’s management and the local press, 
which anticipated many of the findings of 
the Healthcare Commission’s damning 
report published last October. 

This week he welcomed KOS Media’s cam¬ 
paign to involve the whole of Kent in improv¬ 
ing hygiene and infection control in health¬

care centres and hospitals and at home and 
places of work across the county. 

“I was delighted to see the campaign. At last 
I am optimistic on the hospital front and there 
have been tremendous strides [at the trust]. 

“I have always said that the staff want to 
do the right thing but needed the support 
and encouragement of management. 

“There is obviously a long way to go to 
defeat these awful diseases, but the will is 
clearly now there. 

“Now is the time to minimise these infec¬ 
tions, because it isn’t just a problem in hos¬ 
pitals. These infections are everywhere - 
they are just bound to hit the vulnerable in 
hospitals,” he said. 

Mr Charlton has been in regular contact 
with Health Secretary Alan Johnson - who 
last week backed KOS Media’s campaign - 
since meeting him at Maidstone Hospital in 
the wake of the health watchdog’s report. 


He said Mr Johnson’s letters have always 
been open and frank and that he has shown 
a determination to beat the bugs not seen in 
his predecessors. 

Mr Charlton, who lives in East Sussex 
with his wife - and Florrie’s daughter - 
Brenda, said he was concerned about the 
prevalence of alcohol hand gel in hospitals. 

While alcogel kills MRSA, only soap and 
water removes C diff spores. 

He believed the prominence of the gel 
lulled people into a false sense of security 
about hand hygiene. 

‘What will work is good general hygiene - 
frequent hand washing with soap and water - 
particularly after using the loo - clean clothes 
and avoiding visiting a hospital patient if you 
feel under the weather,” he added.

S ITTING at Ashford railway 
station this week musing 
on the challenges of 
Operation Stack I asked 
myself: when was the last time I 
saw a proper freight train pass 
through the town to or from the 
Channel Tunnel? They are as rare 
as bluebells in January 

In those glorious days when the Channel 
Tunnel was being proposed we were told that 
in return for all the upheaval, Kent and the 
rest of the UK would gain a massive environ¬ 
mental return from shifting hundreds of lor¬ 
ries off our roads via a new dawn for interna¬ 
tional rail freight. So what has happened? 

Is it time for some thinking outside the box 
on Operation Stack that might save a lot of 
money being spent on turning fields into tar¬ 
mac for lorry parks and finally give that envi¬ 
ronmental return? 

I am not a rabid ‘green’ by any means, but I 
care deeply about my county and the impact of 
increasing road traffic levels. I also helped rep¬ 
resent the people of Kent during the building 
of the Channel Tunnel Rail Link and previous¬ 
ly worked in the freight industry.

I helped press for the rail link to be able to 
take freight trains and for noise barriers along 
existing lines through Tonbridge and 
Maidstone to protect homes from the sound of 
freight trains in the night. 

I attended many launches in sidings north 
and west of London, of new ideas to piggyback 
lorries on trains or switch containers from 
road to rail and vice versa. 

All these interchanges were close to the Ml 
or M4 arteries and aimed to relieve the hard- 
pressed M25. The idea being to get the freight 
off overloaded roads long before the lorries 
funnelled down to Kent. 

This is still a very big reason why railheads 
for the switch should not be located anywhere 
in Kent. 

Yet, somehow, all the new fangled schemes 
in those days were never quite able to shake 
off their Heath Robinson connotations. 

Has the technology moved on enough to 
merit another look? 

During my time on the rail link project I 
argued over where ‘freight loops’ should be 
sited to allow freight trains to pause and allow 



passenger ones to pass and also the location of 
extensive rail sidings for freight trains using 
the Tunnel. 

All these facilities were actually built. 

So why does it seem that less and less freight 
is choosing the green way of going by 
train? The infrastructure is largely there, but 
under-used. 

Surely it is time to press the powers that be 
at national and international level to consider 
re-energising the whole area of rail freight? It 
could help relieve our roads from lorries and 
give striking French port and ferry workers 
some proper competition to think about the 
next time they contemplate industrial action. 

I am well aware of arguments that freight 
needs to travel long distances by rail to make 
it really worthwhile. Hence the success of 
those trains trundling across America and so 
on. But drive up the M2 or M20 and where are 
the vast majority of lorries from? 

Increasingly, faraway places like Poland and 
even further east. Surely far enough away 
from the UK to make rail freight start to 
become a viable commercial option? 

Would a road freight customer want his 
goods and driver stuck for hours in an 
Operation Stack queue or steadily making 
their way by train to the final destination? 
What about the environmental kudos these 
days of moving your goods with minimum car¬ 
bon emissions? 

When the Channel Tunnel first opened, 
various companies insisted on moving goods 
by rail purely because of the environmental 
payback. These included English China Clays 
moving freight from as far as Cornwall to 
Switzerland. Ford also used to move cars by 
train from Dagenham. 

But there has been no steady build-up of rail 
freight. It has remained a Cinderella industry 
laughed at by the road freight people - most 
of whom are now foreign companies as the 
UK share of international haulage has steadi¬ 
ly declined. 

Perhaps that is one reason we don’t hear 
many of the lorry drivers complaining of being 
stuck in a Stack queue or saying “enough is 
enough”. 

So when Stack is in force you see hundreds 
of lorries filling the ‘closed’ M20 and in places 
along the road the underused and expensive 
rail link sitting empty of trains for long peri¬ 
ods alongside them. 

The rail link, remember, was the first entirely 
new rail line built in this country for more than 
100 years. But in truth, this will forever remain 
a train ‘motorway’ limited in use to the train

equivalents of passenger-carrying Porsches and 
Ferraris. Any freight expansion would have to 
be on those old rail networks through Kent that 
date back to Victorian times. 

One of the arguments for moving goods by 
lorry rather than train used to be that a driv¬ 
er was always there to kick up a fuss if there 
was a delay preventing him getting home on 
time, whereas a rail wagon could remain

marooned in a siding somewhere for ages. But 
that argument surely no longer applies with 
owners of the freight able to track every move 
by satellite and so on. 

I think it is time to take a serious look at 
the whole area of rail freight and give it one 
final chance to get its act together before we 
resign ourselves to ever more lorries and the 
real prospect of waking up one day to hear 
that the whole major road network in Kent 
is gridlocked. If national or international 
pressure has to be brought to bear so be it.

Will this end the disruption? 


Bridging the gap 
in transport policy

‘THIS IS A PERMANENT SOLUTION’ 


AN INTEGRATED freight trans¬ 
port strategy for the county is 
about to emerge at last as Kent 
County Council revealed this 
week that it is planning two more 
Operation Stack lorry parks and 
it has a clear idea about a new 
Lower Thames Crossing. 

Keith Femn, the council’s cabinet member 
for environment, highways and waste, said a 
lorry park site had already been identified in 
the A2/M2 area - but it’s still secret - and 
another one is eventually planned for some¬ 
where near the M25. 

His announcement came just a week after 
KCC said it had earmarked a lorry park site 
near Ashford which, at a cost of about £40 
million, would provide 2,500 spaces for 
Operation Stack and 550 overnight spaces. 

It was announced the recent 16-day 
Operation Stack cost an estimated £500,000 
a day, according to Tunbridge Wells-based 
Freight Transport Association. 

Cllr Fenin said: “We have found where we 
want the second lorry park [at the A2/M2] 
and that will be just for overnight parking. 

“The timing of the announcement depends

It will still effectively turn half the motor¬ 
way into a car park. Extending it will double 
the cost and the restrictions. 

Our solution, supported by Kent Police, 
KCC Highways, the Highways 
Agency and the Freight Transport 
Association, is a permanent one 
and even at an estimated £30m is 
clearly cost effective against the 
massive cost of the disruption. We 
will pursue the planning applica¬ 
tion and land acquisition. It is the 
responsibility of the Department of 
Transport to deliver the project and 
pay for it, not Kent residents, as Dr 
Ladyman suggests. 

I am confident county’s residents 
believe that foreign hauliers, who pay no road 
fund duty and have a £250 fuel duty advan¬ 
tage when they fill up outside the UK, should 
contribute significantly towards the cost. 

Within current European legislation a 
Britdisc (vignette) scheme would deliver 
£35m year on year. I would like to see all 
Kent MPs fully support our solution and the 
introduction of Britdisc.

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how long it takes to do the design.” 

But he said he hoped to give more details 
within two to three months. 

He added: ‘We are looking at a county¬ 
wide freight strategy taking on board all 
the other freight issues and we cannot dis¬ 
connect this from the Lower Thames 
Crossing project where we are working 
hand in hand with Essex County Council. 

“We are hoping to see some progress on 
that. We have a view about where it should 
be and they have a view where it should 
be, but unfortunately at the moment they 
happen to be in two different places.” 

A joint study between the two county 
councils was announced about a month ago 
and Cllr Fenin said KCC’s preferred option 
was for a dual-purpose road and rail bridge. 

He said: “It will almost certainly be a 
bridge, and we are looking at connecting it 
with the rest of the transport network in 
Kent and the ports. We believe there is a 
possibility of connecting the rail network. 

“The Department of Transport is inter¬ 


ested in only a road bridge, but we believe 
there is mileage in a road and rail bridge. 

‘This is what we want to examine as part 
of the feasibility study and connecting it with 
the rail network on both sides of the Thames. 

‘We hope to agree the scope of the study 
with Essex in the next three to four weeks 
and anticipate it will be done in about anoth¬ 
er two months after that. We are not opposed 
to a tunnel, but tunnel maintenance costs 
are much higher than bridge maintenance.” 

He said the cost would be about a couple of 
billion pounds and the funding needed to be 
sorted out. 

Richard Ashworth, Conservative MEP for 
the South East, said he will be lobbying EU 
transport commissioner Jacques Barrot 
about funding and hoped KCC would be part 
of the delegation. 

They were speaking after a conference at 
Ashford launching the final report of the 
Channel Corridor Partnership, which is 
handing over its work to KCC and Maidstone, 
Ashford and Shepway local authorities.

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‘We will avoid recession’ 


A SENIOR Labour MP insists he 
has “no doubt whatsoever” that 
Britain will avoid recession in the 
year ahead. 

Dr Stephen Ladyman’s comments come 
amid growing public unease at the 
Government’s economic competence. 

A major public opinion poll by The Sunday 
Times found that 78 per cent thought the 
Government has wasted large amounts of 
money and is doing nothing about it. 

It also showed that two-thirds of people sur¬ 
veyed agreed with Tory leader David 
Cameron’s assertion that Labour squandered 
money in the good times and is now forced to 
raise taxes with the economy slowing. 

Dr Ladyman, MP for South Thanet and one 
of six vice-chairmen of the Labour Party, said 
it was a “truism” that all Governments waste 
money to some extent, but insisted Labour’s 
handling of the economy had been sound. 

He told KOS Media: “We are the only coun¬ 
try in the developed world that has avoided

recession since 1997. The rest of the world has 
been hit once or twice since then. 

“Talk of recession is premature, I have no 
doubt whatsoever. The economy will slow 
down but we will not go into recession, we will 
again be the only country to avoid it.” 

Dr Ladyman said this was because Labour 
had been prudent and put in place measures 
including making the Bank of England inde¬ 
pendent. 

Raw 

The survey also found that 86 per cent of peo¬ 
ple felt that food, fuel and energy prices have 
been rising faster than the Government admits. 

Dr Ladyman said major emerging 
economies such as China and India were 
pushing up prices for raw materials, but that 
this was only short term. 

He said the best way to cope was for those 


who were not on low or fixed incomes to “keep 
disciplined” for the next 12 months. 

He added: “If we allow wages to get out of 
control then the consequences of inflation will 
be long term in this country, that’s why the 
Government is being firm with wages. 

“Those on low and fixed incomes are exactly 
the sort of people Chancellor Alistair Darling 
set about helping in the Budget.” 

A spokesman for George Osborne, the 
Conservative shadow chancellor, said “we do 
not make predictions” about whether or not we 
are heading for recession, but insisted Gordon 
Brown had failed to prepare for tough times. 

He said: “We are the only country who has 
been forced to nationalise a bank and who bor¬ 
rowed more than any other in Europe too. 

“As far as helping those less well off is con¬ 
cerned, after this budget five million people 
earning £18,000 or less will be worse off because 
of Gordon Brown’s stealth tax measures.”

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Veteran newsreader vents 
hi s anger over ‘autocuties’

NEWSREADER and presenter 
Peter Sissons has slammed his 
bosses at the BBC for helping to 
create a culture that promotes 
looks over talent. 

Sissons, who lives in Sevenoaks, accused 
the corporation of caring too little about expe¬ 
rience, saying that many current newsread¬ 
ers have not “earned the right to do the job”. 

The 65-year-old journalist, who has 
been reading the news since 1978, said: 
“What matters far more is the passing 
appeal of presenters. We are all fashion 
goods now. Presenters are chosen more 
and more for the way they look, than what 
they have done.” 

In the speech, at an awards ceremony in 
London, Sissons compared these changes 
with when he first started in the industry. 

Complaining that reporters once had to 
prove themselves for years before being 
given their big opportunity he said: “All that 
has passed now.” 

Although the comments were perhaps 
surprising because Sissons still presents for 
the BBC on News 24, he has never been 
afraid of controversy. 

In 2002, he caused a public outcry when 
he refused to wear a black tie when cover¬ 
ing the death of the Queen Mother. 


A BBC spokesman said: “These are clearly 
Peter’s views, but it’s not a picture we recognise. 
Viewers and listeners appreciate a wide range of 
presenters of all types. 

“Presenters are chosen 
because they are the best in 
their fields and appeal to the 
audience for the programme 
they front.” 

The former Question Time 
host refused to name names, 
but made a point of saying 
Fiona Bruce and Huw 
Edwards were not included 
in his comments. 

He also questioned Moira 
Stuart’s removal from the

screen, arguing she was still popular with viewers. 

Sissons is not the first to raise these concerns. 
He joins other veteran newsreaders, including 
the likes of Michael Aspel, to publicly question 
the rise of so-called ‘autocuties’.

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Three cleared 
in £53m case 


THREE women who had been linked to the 
£53 million Securitas robbery case have 
had the charges against them dropped. 

Kim Shackleton, 40, from Allen Street in 
Maidstone; Raluca Millen, 27, from 
Dudley Road in Tunbridge Wells; and 
Katie Philp, 24, from Hadlow Road in 
Tonbridge, all had their charges dropped 
on Monday. 

All three were girlfriends of men already 
convicted for their roles in the robber in 
February, 2006. 

Ms Shackleton, a hairdresser, had denied 
assisting an offender when she appeared 
before the Old Bailey in March 2007. 

Ms Philp, a shop assistant, and Ms 
Millen, a warehouse worker, had previously 
pleaded not guilty to charges of conspiracy 
to rob, conspiracy to kidnap and possessing 
firearms. 

The judge, Mr Justice Penry-Davey, 
entered not guilty verdicts against all three 
in the High Court on Monday. 

In January five men were convicted of 
conspiracy to rob, conspiracy to kidnap and 
conspiracy to possess a firearm charges 
related to the robbery. 


On the buses 
with the police 

KENT Police have launched a £30,000 two- 
month advertising campaign on the coun¬ 
ty’s buses. 

The aim of the campaign is to get resi¬ 
dents to tell their neighbourhood officers 
what issues they would like to see the force 
prioritise. 

The posters bear the slogan ‘You are set¬ 
ting the priorities, we are taking the action’. 

Kent Police’s Assistant Chief Constable 
Steve Harris said the advertising campaign 
was entirely funded with central govern¬ 
ment funds. 

He said: “We want our neighbourhood 
teams to be accessible to everyone in Kent 
and for them to openly discuss ways for¬ 
ward for neighbourhood policing with the 
people who live in our county. 

“The bus adverts are a great way of com¬ 
municating these messages to a very large 
number of people over a wide area. 

“This part of our ongoing campaign has 
been almost entirely funded by money from 
the Government.” 

He added that plain-clothes officers would 
be travelling on buses to talk to members of 
the public.

THE defunct Dungeness A power 
station could be sold, potentially 
paving the way for a new nuclear 
power plant at the site. 

The Nuclear Decommissioning Agency 
(NDA), which has owned the site since 2005, 
is testing the market to see if there are any 
potential buyers. 

Although interest is likely to come from 
companies bidding to develop and run a new 
generation of nuclear power stations across 
the UK, interest is also being sought in its 
possible use as a nature reserve or a water 
desalination plant. 

An NDA spokesman said it was early in the 
process and it is just testing to see what sort 
of interest there might be. There is no current 
guide price or timescale. 

He said: “The Government will look very 
closely at potential sites around the country 
that are technically and environmentally the 
most suitable. Obviously, there have been two 
nuclear power stations at Dungeness so in 
that sense it’s a pretty good sign. It has a

ready flow of water nearby to cool the reactor, 
which is why these stations tend to be on the 
coast or at river estuaries.”

If a buyer is found who wants to build a 
new power station at the site, it could be one 
of two new nuclear plants at Dungeness. 

At the end of last year, British Energy 
confirmed it was considering building 
a Dungeness C’ on a different patch of land 
at the new site. French firm EDF Energy 
has also expressed an interest in the project. 

Decision 

The NDA spokesman said he was 
unaware of any reason why the two new 
stations could not be built near to each 
other, but said the final decision on where 
new nuclear sites will be rests with the 
Government. 

The only current operational power sta¬ 
tion at the site is Dungeness B, which is 
due to be decommissioned in 2018. 

The Government announced its plans for 
a new wave of nuclear reactors in the UK 
in a white paper published in January. It is 
intended that they will be wholly funded 
by private companies. 


No nuclear power stations in the world 
have been built without some level of state 
funding in the past. 

Some commentators have warned that it 
is unrealistic to think that new sites in the 
UK could be built without the taxpayers 
footing at least part of the bill. 

Meantime, British Energy, which is part 
owned by the Government, may be sold and 
is also in the process of talking to potential 
bidders for the company. 

A statement issued by the firm said: “The 
board announces that the company is in dis¬ 
cussions with interested parties in the con¬ 
text of its future and its plans to take a piv¬ 
otal role in any new nuclear programme. 

“These discussions could lead to a business 
combination or an offer for the company, 
although there can be no certainty that any 
offer will be made.” 
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NHS will keep 
parking fees for 
cancer patients

NHS trusts in Kent are defying 
calls to scrap charges for cancer 
patients using hospital car parks. 

All hospitals in Kent charge cancer 
patients to use car parks and managers said 
they have no plans to scrap the fees. 

They said hospitals offer discounted rates 
and concessionary schemes for people with 
long-term illnesses, including cancer. 

People on some benefits are entitled to a 
complete refund of the charges. 

The charity Macmillan Cancer Support 
has called on the trusts to stop charging vul¬ 
nerable people. 

A spokeswoman said: “We believe that it is 
morally wrong that any cancer patient 
undergoing regular treatment for a poten¬ 
tially life-threatening disease should be 
forced to pay for unavoidable travel costs 
such as hospital parking.” 

The Welsh Assembly announced this 
month that parking would be free at hospi¬ 
tals in Wales by 2011. The assembly’s move 
increased pressure on NHS trusts in 
England to reconsider the unpopular 
charges. 

Macmillan’s latest figures show East Kent 
Hospitals Trust made £1,679,217 from fees 
in 2005-06 - the most in the county 

Patients and visitors who don’t qualify for 
a discount must pay £1.70 an hour. 

The trust said the charge allowed patients 
to stay for up to three hours, which it is the 
average duration of visits. 

The trust claimed it needed the money to 


pay for vital maintenance work. 

A trust spokesman said: “Someone has to 
pay for the car parks and if it is not the peo¬ 
ple who park there then the money will have 
to come out of patients’ money.” 

Maidstone and Tunbridge Wells NHS 
Trust charges £1.50 for an hour for parking. 
The trust made £704,724 on fees in 2005-06. 

The trust said it offers concessions, includ¬ 
ing weekly permits for patients receiving 
regular treatment, such as dialysis, 
chemotherapy and radiotherapy. 

Dartford and Gravesham NHS Trust 
charges the highest weekly rate of £20. 
Macmillan said the trust made no profit on 
the charges. 

Medway NHS Trust made £1,045,272 from 
car park charging in 2005-06 - the second 
highest in the county. 

A Medway spokeswoman said charges had 
not increased for the past three years and so 
the parking revenue from 2005-06 had 
decreased. 

She said profits are fed back into patient 
care and offering reduced prices for vulnera¬ 
ble patients, including people having treat¬ 
ment for cancer. 

The Department of Health said that hospi¬ 
tal car parking charges are decided locally by 
individual trusts to help cover the cost of 
running and maintaining a car park. 

A spokesman said: “All trusts should have 
exemption and concessionary schemes in 
place to ensure that patients and carers who 
visit hospital regularly are not disadvan- 
taged.They should also have sustainable 
public transport plans in place.” 
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PE teacher on prostitution charge 


A TEACHER has been arrested and charged 
with controlling prostitution for gain. 

Tim Blake-Bowell, 46, from Canterbury, 
along with his wife Emma, 35, was arrested 
and charged as part of a crackdown on prosti¬ 
tution called Operation Vermont. 

Mr Blake-Bowell is understood to be a for¬ 
mer PE teacher at King Ethelbert School in 
Birchington near Margate. 

The couple have been released on police bail 
and are due to appear before magistrates in 


Canterbury on March 26. It is alleged the 
offences took place between October 31 and 
December 14 last year. 

Four women have been taken into police care 
as a result of the operation and could face depor¬ 
tation if it is found they entered the UK illegally. 

Yoke Chan Li, 56, from Ramsgate, was 
charged with conspiracy to control the activity 
of prostitutes for gain. 

She will appear before Canterbury 
Magistrates Court on May 1.

Blue Bell Hill 
re-surfacing works 


If you’re a regular user of Blue Bell Hill near 
Chatham, you may already be aware that it will be 
closed over the weekend of 28 March for re-surfacing 
works, but did you know that the project will bring 
together the largest resurfacing workforce ever 
used on the council’s roads? 

The Chatham-bound side of the A229 Blue Bell 
Hill will be closed to all traffic from the M20 to 
the Lord Leas roundabout at the top of the hill. 

The closure will be from 9pm on Friday 28 March 
until 5am on Monday 31 March. Doing it this way 
will allow us to carry out the works more quickly 
and safely than using lane closures or contra-flow 
and will avoid weeks of night-time closures. 
Achieving such a big project in this short space of 
time is a challenge and over 200 personnel will 
work in shifts non-stop through the weekend. 

We’ll resurface two miles of road, replacing nearly 
6,000 tonnes of tarmac that will require over 600 
lorry movements to remove old material and bring 
in the new. 

We will replace over 800 cats eyes, and 9,000 
metres of white lines. We’ll also install automatic 
traffic counters to help with congestion monitoring 
and clean the highway drainage. 

When completed, drivers will benefit from a 
strengthened road with improved ride quality, 



reduced spray in wet conditions and improved 
visibility of road markings. The surface being used 
will also reduce road noise, which is good news 
for everyone. 

Signed diversions will be in place using the M20, 
M2, A228 Snodland bypass and A249 Detling Hill. 
Non-motorway traffic will be signed along local roads. 
Although we have made every effort to minimise 
disruption, delays are expected, so please check 
traffic reports before travelling.

Managing Kent’s 
trees 

Did you know that Kent 
Highway Services is 
responsible for the 
management of trees on the 
highway across the county? 

We carry out inspections of 
the trees on all highways on 
a regular basis. We check 
the trees for health and 
safety reasons to make 
sure that any damaged or 
decaying trees do not pose 
a risk to people or property. 

However, we also recognise the 

importance of trees and we know that, over the last 20 years, the number of 
trees being replaced hasn’t always matched up to the number of trees being 
felled. That’s why we now place a lot of importance on replacing and planting 
as many trees as possible. 

A recent example of this is Castle Hill Avenue in Folkestone. After checking 
the trees last year, we found that seven along the central reservation had 
serious defects, and internal decay detection tests confirmed that the 
structure of the trees had been damaged. We didn’t take the decision to 
fell the trees lightly, as they were mature sycamores, but public safety has 
to be our top priority. 

Following inspection the trees were felled, but the good news is that we’ve 
just planted replacements. At the same time, we also replaced trees that 
had to be felled in Earls Avenue. 

We never like to fell trees, but sometimes it’s important for 
everyone’s safety.

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AN extraordinary row has broken out in cyber¬ 
space following the publication of claims linking 
cannabis use to teenage psychosis. 

A staunch defence of the 


drug has been made by 
American and Dutch online 
readers who compared NHS 
views on cannabis to US prop¬ 
aganda of the 1930s. 

The row erupted after the 
Kent and Medway NHS Social 
Care and Partnership Trust 
claimed that 63 per cent of 
young people aged between 14 
and 25 currently being treated 
for psychosis had smoked or 
did smoke cannabis. 

Rethink, a national charity 
supporting people with severe 
mental illness, has launched a 
campaign urging the 
Government to spend more 
money warning young people 
about the risks cannabis poses 
to mental health. 

It stated that cannabis users 
under 15 were four times more 
likely to experience psychosis. 
The charity said one in four 
people believe that cannabis is 
better for you than coffee. 

In response to the claims, 
many readers 
posted comments 
on our website, 
kentnews.co.uk.

by their 
drunken husband after a night 
at the pub every day in the 
UK?” 

His post referred to an 
American morality tale filmed 
in 1936. Funded by a church 
group, Reefer Madness showed 
a trio of drug dealers leading 
innocent high school children 
down a slippery slope of addic¬ 
tion to marijuana. 

Jeremy Flynn from Chicago, 
also raised concerns about the 
NHS claims. He wrote: “I am 
willing to bet these teens with 
mental health problems used 
tobacco, alcohol, cocaine and 
other drugs as well. Mentally 
ill people abuse drugs because 
they help them cope, but to say

that cannabis ‘caused’ their 
problems is idiotic.” 

From Amsterdam in the 
Netherlands, Alfredo Sauce’ 
wrote: “Try as hard as they 
have, no one has ever proven 
scientifically that cannabis 
causes either long or short¬ 
term damage. The only harm 
comes directly from its illegali¬ 
ty. Legalise it.” 

A1 Green, of Surrey, ques¬ 
tioned the use of figures by the 
mental health trust to support 
its claims about cannabis use. 

He described the claims as 
“propaganda”. 

However, posters in Kent 
were supportive of the NHS 
research. Cheryl Ives, who lives 
in Canterbury, said she volun¬ 
teers for a mental health car¬ 
ers’ support group. She spoke of 
desperate telephone calls from 
parents worried 
about the harm 
their children 
were doing to 
themselves. She 
wrote that peo¬ 
ple who espo¬ 
used the view 
that cannabis 
was safe had not 
been exposed to 
“the devastating 
sight of young 
people, some 

with hitherto 
brilliant prospe¬ 
cts, languishing 
in mental health 
acute wards suf¬ 
fering from 


cannabis induced psychosis”. 

John, a poster from 
Gravesend, pointed out that a 
lot of young people find it easier 
to obtain cannabis than alcohol. 

KOS Media sought the offi¬ 
cial Government view on 
cannabis. According to a state¬ 
ment from the Department of 
Health, “the mental health 
effects of cannabis are real and 
significant”. 

And, since the launch of the 
FRANK drug awareness cam¬ 
paign in 2006, 61 per cent of 
young people now agree that 
smoking cannabis damages 
the mind.

Moral drive sustains 
group founded by 
Mary Whitehouse 
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HAVE you ever watched an 
episode of EastEnders and enter¬ 
tained thoughts of violence 
towards others? Has the sight of 
Phil Mitchell starting a fight in the 
Queen Vic awakened in you the 
urge to do the same? 

Or has all the bed-hopping in Holby City left 
you wanting to start an extramarital affair? 

If so, then you are not alone according to 
Mediawatch UK, the Kent-based campaigners 
for morality and decency on our screens. 

In an in-depth interview, John Beyer, director 
of the campaign, explained how and why he 
joined the moral crusade for greater censorship 
of violent and sexual material in the media. 

“TV sets the model of behaviour, we believe, 
and we’ve said this to Prime Minister Gordon 
Brown and Home Secretary, Jacqui Smith, that 
unless you deal with violence and aggression 
on TV you will never solve the problem of vio¬ 
lence and aggression in society.” 

Mediawatch UK has about 5,000 members 
who fund the organisation through yearly sub¬ 
scriptions of £15. Members also add donations 
and sometimes leave the occasional legacy. 

Mr Beyer, a bespectacled 60-year-old, turned 
off one of his two televisions - showing Deal Or 
No Deal - and revealed how he joined the cam¬ 
paign, then called the National Viewers’ and 
Listeners’Association, in 1975. 

While many young people were exploring 
and enjoying the new-found freedoms of the 
era, Mr Beyer, then in his twenties, gave up his 
job as a civil servant working in engineering 
and began filing and making coffee for associa¬ 
tion founder and moral crusader Mary 
Whitehouse. 

“I was the boy, the junior. I had a really hard 
job getting the office in order. It was pretty dis¬ 
organised. 

“Mary was already in her seventies when I 
joined. It got harder for her to go around the 
country for interviews and speeches.” 

When Mrs Whitehouse retired in 1994 she 
made Mr Beyer head of the campaign. 

In a nod to changing times, with endless 
satellite channels and the worldwide web 
adding to the world of popular programming, 
the organisation was renamed Mediawatch 
UK in 2001. 

Mr Beyer, a committed Christian with no 
children of his own, was turned on to the cam¬ 
paign because of what he perceived to be the 
pervading influence of the media. 

“I felt that the media was very powerful. I 
was aware of that and how sometimes the 
power was not used properly, with things such 
as violence and obscene language on TV. 

“People rely on TV to tell the truth but I 
think in certain respects, drama and film, you 
aren’t told the truth in terms of how to behave 
and how to respect one another and how to be 
good citizens in civil society.” 

He pointed to the Government’s inclusion in 
the BBC’s Royal Charter the duty to sustain 
citizenship and civil society. 

“The question I have is, it’s fine for the BBC 
to do that, but how do they reconcile it with 
gang fights on EastEnders?” 

A number of things are tearing at the moral

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fabric of our society because of the power of TV, 
according to Mr Beyer. But the one issue that 
crops up again and again during the interview 
- and which seems to rile him the most - is 
swearing. 

“Twenty years ago no one swore,” he said. 
“When I get the train up to town, blow me, I 
have people in front of me and behind me, effing 
and blinding. I do think that the media, and 
TV in particular, create the impression that is 
normal language to use.” 

Gratuitous 

Warming to the theme, he added: “It under¬ 
mines educational studies, respect and civility. 
Above all, it is just gratuitous. You don’t have to 
have obscene language in a play. We never had 
that 20 or 30 years ago. It was an exception 
rather than strong language from the outset. 
People object, but they keep doing it.” 

The campaign has been very outspoken in the 
past about sexual content in programmes. 


Mr Beyer said he believed that any sex on 
screen was damaging to society. 

“The whole portrayal of sexual conduct is one 
of the areas where [the media] suggests normal 
ways of behaviour. 

“Of course it’s true that people have been 
unfaithful, but what we have now is a place 
where to be unfaithful is the norm.” 

Barely pausing for breath, he said watching 
pom was akin to antisocial behaviour and that 
it turned “normal married life into an oddity”. 

He said: ‘When you have a crisis of sexual 
health and high rates of teenage pregnancy, 
what it does is make men and women nothing 
more than objects. That is a huge problem. 

‘When there is an increase in sexual crime, I 
do think pom contributes to that.” 

Mr Beyer said he believed the freedom to 
watch pornography should be retracted in 
favour of a return to Victorian sensibilities sur¬ 
rounding sexual material of any nature. 

“The porn industry makes lots of money by 
exploiting human weakness. I do think that is 
something that is a very serious issue for the 
wellbeing of our society. Pornography promotes

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THE new right-wing mayor of 
Calais has vowed to halt contro¬ 
versial plans for a drop-in refugee 
centre in the French port.

Tories who feared it would see a return to the 
vast numbers of people who congregated at 
the previous Red Cross camp in the hope of 
gaining illegal entry to the UK. 

President Sarkozy was one of the key play¬ 
ers in the decision to close the Sangatte camp 
during his time as minister for the interior. 


A spokeswoman for Miss Bouchart said: 
“There will be no new Sangatte. One of the 
reasons the Communists lost Calais was 
because people were sick of their plans to 
make the town a more attractive destination 
for migrants. Security is now being stepped 
up in the port and everything is being done 


to discourage people from using Calais as a 
route into Britain.” 

Miss Bouchart, 44, said: “The issue of ille¬ 
gal immigrants is a major headache for 
Calais. The problem must dealt with for the 
good of the people for Calais and the welfare 
of the immigrants themselves.” 
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infidelity. You get what you might call 'ordi¬ 
nary’ pom, but people move on because 
they no longer want to look at women and 
move on to images of children. 

“Thankfully we have laws to make that a 
criminal offence. But porn is not a crime, 
although it depraves and cormpts those 
people looking at it. Pom is a progressive 
problem that leads to harder material. 

“Sex on TV is all part of the problem. It 
sets the pattern for lifestyles. Promiscuity is 
portrayed across the field and has quickly 
become normal in society. 

“There are so many problems with mari¬ 
tal breakdown, with lots of people being 
hurt. If we didn’t have porn I would hazard 
a guess to say they wouldn’t have the prob¬ 
lems they were experiencing.” 

Mr Beyer said that mles set by Ofcom, 
the industry watchdog, could be applied to 
sex scenes on TV because guidelines say 
shows should not be harmful or offensive. 

“One can make a case for porn and 
obscene language being offensive and 
harmful. The consequences are that 
they lack morals in terms of relationship 
breakdown.” 

Mr Beyer, who married his wife Cathy in 
1997, is adamant that TV does not reflect 
real life. Real life, he said, reflects the “prod¬ 
ucts of the fiction factories”, referring to the 
writers of television dramas and soaps. 

“It is escapism, but nevertheless the 
escapism mbs off.” 

Sexual violence 

But what is his response to the many 
plays, films, books and paintings that dealt 
with issues of violence and sexual violence 
in ways that are now regarded as art? 

Certainly, Shakespeare never shied away 
from the darker elements of society and the 
human condition. 

“That is the rational justification for the 
violence and bad language in plays,” Mr 
Beyer said. “We are supposed to have 
moved on. We are in the 21st century, not 
the 15th. 

'With all the taxpayers’ money spent on 
education and improving communication 
skills, we are not progressing if we nor¬ 
malise swearing and bad language. 

“The problems we are facing with knife 
and gun crime certainly have their roots in 
popular entertainment. It is not conducive 
to a well-ordered society. 

“If we are ever to progress, we have to 
acknowledge that the media is a powerful 
influence over how we behave and lead the 
broadcasters and film-makers to present a 
different sort of lifestyle and culture.” 

So are there any programmes that Mr 
Beyer deems morally acceptable? 

“Grand Designs is very good, [as is] Life 
In Cold Blood with David Attenborough. 
These programmes are first class. The 
Choir was also good, but we were sorry the 
young people did a bit of swearing.”

A WIFE has shared the heartbreak¬ 
ing, but at times uplifting, story of 
her husband’s battle with cancer. 

Joy Sanders, who lives in Rainham, begins her 
tale by pointing out that those who speak about 
patients ‘losing their fight against cancer” are 
wrong. 

“Brian did not lose, he was not defeated, he did 
not submit,” she said. “Brian won his fight with 
cancer. 

“From the morning of his diagnosis he was posi¬ 
tive. His attitude was that he was going to fight it 
all the way, and if it did claim his body it would 
never claim his spirit. He was right on both counts.” 

Mr Sanders, a father of two who worked as 
the shipkeeper of the HMS Cavalier at 
Chatham Historic Dockyard, was 58 when he 
was diagnosed with rectal cancer. 

But throughout the painful and drawn-out 
treatment, the retired Royal Navy stoker kept 
his sense of humour and was the life and soul of 
the party even towards the end while in a haze 
of palliative drugs. 

Mrs Sanders, 58, said: “Cancer treatment is 
physically tough and requires a level of fitness 
that is ironic. 

“Before this regime could even begin, Brian

needed surgery to fit a stoma. ‘All pipes 
unblocked and onsite rubbish removed’ was 
his attitude, although he was not without 
very understandable qualms before the sur¬ 
gery.” 

The former secondary school teacher paid 
tribute to the support and kindness shown 
by Mr Sanders’ workmates - a group of 
ex-Navy volunteers who shared his wicked 
sense of humour. 

She said: “Brian walked around for nearly 
six months with a line in his arm that sent a 
liquid assassin to the tumour. 

“The assassin was delivered 24/7 via a ball¬ 
shaped pump worn around the waist in a cot¬ 
ton bag. 

“Brian’s line was ‘is that a chemo pump, or 
are you just happy to see me?’ The pump 
was responsible for a near-fatal pulmonary 
embolism on Boxing Day, but did the trick 
with the tumour,” she said. 

Mr Sanders grew a beard while receiving 
chemotherapy for the cancer, which was 
diagnosed in August 2004. Mrs Sanders 
hated the facial hair, but he raised £500 for 
cancer charities through people sponsoring 
him to shave it off. 

The reason she has now decided to share 
the family’s emotional experience is to 
encourage other people to take part in their 
local Race for Life event - a three-mile 
sponsored run, walk or jog in aid of Cancer 
Research UK taking place at locations 
around Britain. 

KOS Media, the publishers of Kent on 
Sunday and the Saturday Observer, is media 
sponsor. 

Mr Sanders had 112 doses of radiotherapy 
and joked that the hair loss saved him the 
cost of “having a Brazilian for the summer”,

sit on the end of a bed and talk, someone who 
will check and be able to do something about 
the pain, someone who has time to tell it like 
it is, and pick up the pieces.” 

Mr Sanders was determined to enjoy some¬ 
thing of every day he had left, his wife said, 
and he felt privileged when he was asked to 
be a patient representative on the planning 
committee for the new cancer unit. 

“Just days before he died, we had a glorious 


day where all the family were together - the 
Medway Sanders, and his brother and sister- 
in-law from God’s own country - Yorkshire to 
the uninitiated. 

“His enjoyment of having everyone together 
was palpable and will always remain a special 
memory. 

“His sense of humour was still in evidence 
even through the haze of painkilling drugs. 
When asked if he would like a sip of water 


towards the end, he grimaced. 

“‘No’, he replied, ‘alcohol’. So there he was 
sipping Scotch through a straw. For most of 
the day the only thing he could say clearly 
was Glenfiddich.” 

Mrs Sanders thanked all the NHS staff who 
cared for her husband, who died in April 2006 
just eight days after the couple’s 35th wed¬ 
ding anniversary. 

She added: “His sense of humour still pervad¬ 
ed the room as the doctor certified his death. The 
doctor had forgotten to do up his flies - Brian 
would have loved this Pythonesque touch. 

“Later the funeral director asked if I would 
like to select one of his suits for him to go in. For 
a moment I didn’t know what he meant. Suits? 
But then of course he didn’t know my Brian. 

“He only owned one suit and had to be 
bribed, cajoled, threatened, or all three, to 
wear it. In the end he went on his eternal 
journey in his old trousers, a baggy shirt and 
his slippers. “I like to think he would have 
been recognised immediately.”

she said. 

He went on to have surgery to remove the 
tumour and rectum at Medway Maritime 
Hospital in April 2005.

Meet Boumani. the babv cheetah whose ton 

s peed will be 0-70mph in iust three seconds

FOR years there have been 
rumours of wild cats in the 
Kent countryside. 

Panthers, leopards and lynx have 
all been reported by members of the 
public as roaming free through the 
fields and in the woods. 

But now KOS Media can reveal 
there is a cheetah on the North 
Downs - and he’s running down prey 
at close to 60 mph. 

But dog walkers and other pet 
owners need not fear, as this member 
of the fastest land animal species on 
earth has been hand-reared from 
birth and got its first run this week 
after six months in quarantine. 

Hunt 

Nine-month-old Boumani - which 
means warrior in the language of 
Malawi - is set to make his debut 
before the public this Easter week¬ 
end when he will be the first big 
cat in Britain to demonstrate the 
way these magnificent animals hunt 
in the wild. 

The cheetah is the latest addition 
to the menagerie at Eagle Heights 
wild animal rescue centre, just out¬ 
side Eynsford.

Jonathan Ames has been training 
Boumani, who arrived in the UK 
from a zoo in Germany. 

Mr Ames said: “This animal came 
hear six months ago and has been 
around people ever since. He is obvi¬ 
ously not fully grown but he is start¬ 
ing to develop muscles and speed. 

“At the moment he is not as quick 
as he will be when an adult - 
cheetahs have been timed at being 
able to go from 0-70mph in just 
three seconds. 

“Because of the quarantine laws 


this has been the first week we have 
allowed him to go outside - and he 
has really taken to the countryside.” 

Previously, Boumani’s “best pal” 
has been black Lakeland terrier dog 
Mr T and they both continue to play 
together. 

As they knock each other around, 
Boumani retracts his impressive 
claws as far as he is able. 

But outside it is a different story 
as the big cat - tethered to a harness 
and static line - hunts down his food 
via a pulley system which drags 
along rabbit carcasses at speed. 

“We have tried to recreate the 
hunting situation as closely as possi¬ 
ble,” said Jonathan. “So a winch sys¬ 
tem pulls along a dead rabbit and 
Boumani gives chase. 

“This will be the way we will 
demonstrate to visitors how a chee¬ 
tah chases - it is the only such dis¬ 
play in the country and the next best 
thing to a trip to Africa for those with 
an interest in wildlife.” 

Visitors’ fees to Eagle Heights will 
also be contributing to cheetah char¬ 
ities, which help to preserve the 
endangered species in its natural 
habitat.

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Drugs funding Taliban

SOLDIERS from Kent who are 
being sent to Afghanistan will 
come up against enemy troops 
armed with guns and ammo paid 
for by illegal drug deals in Britain, 
according to the Army 

The Canterbury-based Argyll and Sutherland 
Highlanders, the 5th Battalion the Royal 
Regiment of Scotland, have begun deployment 
to the dangerous Helmand Province. 

lieutenant Colonel David Richmond, 41, the 
battalion’s commanding officer, said drug users 
in the UK were helping to fund the Taliban. 

Speaking this week from Howe Barracks in 
Canterbury, he said: “The weapons and 
ammunition, indirectly, are paid for by the 
people in the streets of Britain. 

Poppies 

“When Joe round the comer buys his 
heroin, that money, albeit through a very long 
line, is essentially buying weapons and 
ammunition to supply the Taliban, who in 
turn fire it back at us.” 

Lt Col Richmond said large quantities of 
opium poppies, from which heroin is made, 
are grown next to the River Helmand, which 
mns through the middle of the province. 

Farmers make relatively little money on the 
poppies, before the Taliban sell them on for a 
“huge profit”, said the Army officer. 

But Lt Col Richmond told this paper that the 
drugs trade was not being ignored. 

“Narcotics is part of the Afghan problem. 
Our approach, not just our military approach, 
will need to address the narcotics issue.”

Around 550 troops from the Argylls, with an 
average age of 21 or 22, will be in Afghanistan 
by the end of the month. Some will be at the 
main British base, Camp Bastion, or the 
provincial capital Lashkar Gah.

c Richmond, “not about body bags. It’s about 
t improving the lot for people who five there, 
o “We’re not going to win the Afghan 
z campaign in our six months.” 

Now that the bitter winter period is over in 
Afghanistan, the Argylls are likely to face a 
resurgent enemy during their six-month tour. 

Three Nato troops were killed and four injured 
on Monday by a suicide bomber in Helmand. 

“It’s a dangerous place,” admitted Lt Col 
Richmond. “If it wasn’t dangerous you 
wouldn’t send the Army.” 

The officer said his soldiers were 
apprehensive but that was to be expected. 

“I would be far more worried as a commanding 
officer if the soldiers had no reservations.” 

He said the living conditions alone would be 
tough for soldiers to deal with. But he added: 
“They’re champing at the bit to get going.” 

Private James Drummond, 26, from Paisley, 
worked in a sweets factory before joining the 
Army in November 2005. This is his first 
operational tour. 

He said: “I know it’s going to be really 
dangerous and really, really hard work, but 
this is what we were trained for and 
hopefully we can just do our best and 
contribute to helping the good people in 


Afghanistan,” he said. 

Lance Corporal James Walkinshaw, 28, from 
Lanark, has been in the Army 10 years and on 
five tours, including Iraq. The father-of-four 
said it was more difficult going abroad for 
soldiers who had to leave children behind. 

Lt Col Richmond said British soldiers were 
in Afghanistan because the country had been 
a “safe haven” for the “worst type of 
international terrorists” that planned the 9-11 
attacks on America in 2001. 

“We did something about it in 2002,” he 
added. ‘We beat them - the Taliban. Iraq 
happened, we took our eye of the ball and 
the Taliban came back.” 

He said many of the Taliban’s troops were 
fanatics who had been taught by illiterate 
mullahs at religious schools - madrasas - in 
or on the border with Pakistan. 

“In the region of half a million fall out of 
madrasas every year. They don’t all join the 
Taliban, thank goodness, but if only one per 
cent of them did it’s quite a lot. 

“They’re educated in some of the most 
extreme forms of Islam.” 

The Argylls have prepared for their 
deployment with training in places including 
Belize and Salisbury Plain.

MORE than 40 different types of 
equipment have been given to every 
soldier from the Argylls going to 
Afghanistan, said the Army. 

They are handed everything 
from night-vision devices to 
kneepads, as well as three pairs of 
underwear, specially designed so 
they can be turned inside out and 
used again, and four pairs of socks. 

Their ration packs include slabs 
of Yorkie chocolate, tinned fruit, 
rice and beans. Those lucky 


enough to have Army chefs and 
field kitchens can choose from 
eight different menus. 

Captain Islay Carmichael, 
quartermaster for the Argylls, 
insisted that saving money was 
not a priority. 

Care 

“My job is to ensure soldiers look 
after the equipment in their care. 
But if the soldier’s weapon system 
breaks or his clothes get damaged 


my job is to ensure that gets 
replaced as soon as possible. 

“If a soldier needs a piece of 
equipment, the soldier gets it. No 
money is being spared on this.” 

The Argylls are trialling a new 
sniper rifle - the L115A3 - with 
better range, accuracy and power 
than existing weapons. 

They will be backed up by 
Apache helicopter gunships, fast 
jets and armoured vehicles like the 
Mastiff, Viking and M-Wmik.

True friends of Britain 

We owe Gurkhas soldiers 

too much to treat them so 

badly, savs PETER CARROLL 


“IF THEY are prepared 
to fight and die for us 
they should be allowed to 
live here”; “if anyone is 
allowed to be here these 
people should be right at 
the top of the list”; “these 
are true friends of Britain 
and we treat them 
disgracefully”. 

These are just some of the 
things that people said to me 
when I took more than 2,000 
retired Gurkhas to Parliament on 
Wednesday to challenge the 
Government to give them a fair 
deal. 

The Gurkhas are so frustrated 
by their treatment that they went 
to Parliament to symbolically 
hand back their medals to the 
Government. 

For men such as these, who love 
our country and value those 
medals, to make such a gesture is 
evidence that they are truly the 
victims of great injustice. 

Gurkhas have fought for 
Britain for more than 200 years. 

They have a reputation for 
valour, loyalty and service second 
to none. They suffered horrendous 
casualties in the two world wars 
and have played a significant role 
in the Falklands, the Gulf and 
Afghanistan. 

And yet, Gurkhas who retired 
before 1997 are not allowed to live 
in the UK even though many of 
them served more than 20 years 
in the British Army. 


In addition, the Government 
still refuses to give them a fair 
deal on pensions. 

Even though it now allows some 
Gurkhas to transfer to the UK 
Armed Forces Pension scheme it 
‘robs’ them by saying that any 
years of their service before 1997 


count only at a fraction of any 
years served after 1997. 

The end result is that Gurkhas 
with 20 years’ service are offered 
only eight years worth of the UK 
Armed Forces Pension. 

Kent should consider itself 
honoured to be the home of many 


hundreds of retired Gurkhas. 
They add to our culture and are 
honest, decent, hard-working 
members of our community. 

Madam Gurung typifies the 
injustice they suffer. He is 
currently living in a one room flat 
in Tonbridge. 

His friends help him out with 
the cost. He served 24 years in the 
Army and his application to live in 
Britain has been refused because 
he cannot show a “strong enough 
link to Britain”. 

A strong enough link? What 
kind of nonsense Government 
thinking is that? I believe that the 
overwhelming view of British 
people is that 24 years’ service in 
our Armed Forces is as strong a 
link as anyone could have. 

The Gurkhas who have fought 
on the battlefield against our 
enemies are now being forced into 
having to fight in the courts, on 
the streets and in Parliament to 
get justice. 

Every citizen of this country 
owes them support. Let your 
politicians know the strength of 
feeling on this matter.

A lesson in contradiction 


Your report on children passing the 11- 
plus but being sent to schools miles away 
shows the contradictions at the heart of 
Kent County Council’s education policy. 

While it is KCC policy to select 25 per 
cent for grammar schools many more than 
25 per cent get in every year, so there are 
very few empty places at grammar schools 
but plenty at other schools. 

Councillor Dance’s solution? He says 
falling rolls will take the pressure off but 
then goes on to say that he wants to build 
even more grammar schools. 

I wonder what he thinks this would do 
to our other 69 schools, schools that are 
already in such dire straits that the 
Government is threatening to close half of 
them. 

KCC has a chance each year to improve 
the admissions system and achieve the 25 
per cent selection rate it says it is aiming at. 

This latest tinkering will do nothing to 
reduce the selection rate that will apply in 
2009 - and may even increase it once 
appeals are settled. 

They want parents to know whether 


their children have passed the 11-plus in 
October or November, before they choose 
any schools, but disappointed parents will 
not be able to appeal against the test 
result until April or May. 

If they think the test got it wrong for their 
child they will have to wait for six anxious 
months - six months where their anger 
may rise, six months where even more 
families may decide to hire professional 
advisers to help with their appeals. 

It is most likely that this pressure will 
increase the number of successful appeals 
effectively driving up the selection rate. 

Anxiety will remain, even for children 
who pass. They won’t learn whether they 
are to get a nearby grammar or be sent far 
away until March. Luckily all is not lost. 
There have been objections to KCC’s 
scheme so it is now up to the new 
Secretary of State, Ed Balls, to decide. Let 
us hope he rejects these KCC proposals.

Was there at Heathrow or Gatwick 
before the airports were built? I think the 
infrastructure would naturally follow if the 
airport became a success 

• The catchment area is only about 30 
miles. One might just as well argue that 
the Channel Tunnel has a similar 
catchment area but that does not stop 
people travelling from all over the UK and 
Europe to use it. 

While I respect Mr Cox’s right to object to 
Manston becoming a major airport, I am 
afraid there is no validity in his claimed 
special knowledge or his arguments.

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Japanese gaming 
cards solve maths 
problems in class

BUSINESS studies students are 
taking part in a new scheme to 
improve their maths skills using 
one of the latest playground fads. 

The Japanese trading card game Yu Gi Oh! 
encourages people to use mathematical, 
reading, logic and strategic abilities. 

A successful pilot scheme saw 30 primary 
schools across the county setting up Yu Gi 
Oh! clubs last year. 

Kent’s Study Support officers, who run the 
Government’s ‘out-of-hours learning’ or out-of- 
school clubs in the county, now plan to involve 
50 more schools in the project for young people 
aged seven to 18 from next week. 

Emma Jenkins, study support manger for 
Kent, said: “The game has a huge learning 
potential. 

“One teacher told how a child who struggled 
with subtraction shot up his hand with a 
correct answer in a maths lesson and was 
shocked he knew the answer himself.” 

Schools across the country are now taking 
Kent’s lead in the setting up Yu Gi Oh! clubs, 
she said. 

Students over 16 will be using the idea as 
part of their business and enterprise studies. 

Miss Jenkins said: “They will be looking at 
the marketing side and setting up business 
plans. They will be working in summer 
schools with children who are going into year 
seven. 

“Some of the enterprise students will then 
be able to teach the clubs next year.” 

The collectible card game derived from a 
popular Japanese manga of the same name 
and has also spumed a popular cartoon 
series which attracts more than 100,000 



viewers an episode. 

In the tactical card game players build 
strategies using individual decks of gaming 
cards to outmanoeuvre their opponent.

Wanting fresh, local food has 
increased allotment appeal 



GROW YOUR OWN: Allotments could become part of new housing developments 



THIS year we celebrate the cente¬ 
nary of the Smallholdings and 
Allotments Act of 1908. Its aim was 
to provide people with somewhere 
to grow their own fresh food. The 
phrase used at the time to describe 
the intent of the Act of Parliament 
was “vegetables for the landless 
poor”. 

Perhaps we are again the landless poor, in 
that we have little ground on which to culti¬ 
vate a few home-grown crops. 

So it was for this reason that last month 
Tony Baldry, Conservative MP for Banbury 
put forward a 10-minute Private Member’s 
Bill to impose a duty on developers to provide 
land for allotments on new housing develop¬ 
ments. His first reading was unopposed. 

There has been an increased demand for 
allotments in recent years as lengthening 
waiting lists clearly show. Some local authori¬ 
ties have halved the size of the plot in order to 
reduce the fists. Clearly, there will be some 
people who will be delighted by the smaller 
plot on offer. 

An allotment is a friendly place; there is the 
camaraderie of knowledge shared and learnt. 
Listen to the green-fingered experts, share a 
flask of tea - it is a gorgeous way to relax for 
an hour after school or work on a warm sum¬ 
mer evening. 

To start growing vegetables or soft fruit, be it 
on an allotment or in your own garden, some 
forward planning will be needed. Measure 
your plot, discover what type of soil you have, 
decide what you want to grow, and try to esti¬ 
mate how much time you will be able to devote 


to it regularly. 

You will probably want to grow organically. 
But organic or not, I firmly believe that it is 
the exquisite freshness of your very own pro¬ 
duce appearing on your dinner table only min¬ 
utes after it has been harvested that makes 
gardening such a rewarding experience. 

Alongside perfect freshness comes wonder¬ 
ful flavour. Additionally your food will be of the 
highest nutritional value, packed full of vita¬ 
mins and minerals. 

I am sure once your family has tasted their 


first home-grown salad they will be offering to 
help plant the next crop, weed it and water it; 
only too keen to eat it again. 

Who said it was hard to get the children 
interested in gardening? 

Last but not least, you will also be doing 
something to help the planet. You cannot get 
more local food than that produced in your 
own garden. How’s that for doing something 
green? No plane, lorry, climate-controlled 
warehouse or supermarket has been involved 
in getting that lettuce onto your plate.

JUST as the shoots of green leaves 
and buds are appearing outdoors 
and transforming the landscape, so 
green shades are taking root, bloom¬ 
ing and refreshing our homes.

Mockie Harrison, design manager at 
John Lewis Home, says: “Green has 
become the colour we associate most 
strongly with a natural approach to liv¬ 
ing and decorating, and our fresh, yet

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Bring herbs into your garden 


A DIET rich in fresh fruit and veg¬ 
etables is important for a long and 
healthy life. 

Ensuring we eat our recommended ‘five-a-day’ 
is not always easy, but one way to maximise this 
is to incorporate herbs into our daily diet. 

Of course, we can always buy herbs in the 
local supermarket, but why not try growing 
your own? Whether you have a large garden or 
just a windowsill to place a pot on, herbs are 
extremely tolerant, disease resistant and easy 
to grow. 

Location of the herbs is an important aspect 
that needs to be taken into consideration as 




many herbs are indigenous to the 
Mediterranean region and therefore require 
plenty of sunshine. 

A herb that is described as enjoying a sunny 
situation will need around seven hours of sun¬ 
shine daily, while a herb that is said to enjoy 
semi-shade will thrive on around four hours of 
sunshine a day. 

Those of you lucky enough to have enough 
space to plant a dedicated herb garden should 
place it close to the kitchen so that it can be 
accessed easily. 

The traditional method of laying herbs out 
in a series of small beds is probably the easiest 
option for those choosing to plant in their gar¬ 
dens as not only are they easier to identify, but 
the divisions form pleasing patterns.

Perennials include mint, thyme, rosemary, 
lavender and sage. Chives are also perennial 
plants but grow from bulbs. A few herbs, such 
as parsley and caraway, fall into the biennial 
category, which means they flower and devel¬ 
op seeds in the second season. 

Herbs have been used to treat various ail¬ 
ments for thousands of years. As well as pro¬ 
viding relief for certain complaints, herbs also 
contain vitamins, minerals and antioxidants 
like all fruit and vegetables. These are 
required for good health and prevent ageing 
and diseases. Below are a list of most common¬ 
ly used herbs and their health benefits. 
ROSEMARY 

Rosemary is one of the best-known culinary 
herbs but it’s not just great with lamb it can be 
used with a wide variety of food. It’s also a 
powerful antioxidant, 
which will help pro¬ 
tect the body 
from damage 
by free 
radi¬ 


cals. Rosemary is also reportedly a good anti¬ 
dote to stress. 

THYME 

Thyme is an excellent aid to digestion. It can 
help dislodge the mucous coating of the intes¬ 
tinal tracts, which otherwise could cause prob¬ 
lems in the long term. It has antiseptic proper¬ 
ties and is often used in natural toothpastes. 
PARSLEY 

There are many varieties of parsley but all of 
them are rich in protein, which is important 
for building and maintaining strong bones and 
muscles. 

SAGE 

A member of the mint family, sage is listed 
by the Council of Europe as a natural source of 
food flavouring. 

It’s has an array of health benefits and is 
said to be good at soothing indigestion and 
sore throats. 


THREE WAYS TO... preserve herbs 

1. Chop them up and place them into 
ice-cube trays with a little water, to be 
used when you need them. 

2. Make herb-flavoured oils by placing 
some healthy-looking sprigs into a jar of 
good olive oil and leaving them in a cup¬ 
board for a few weeks. 

3. Hang them in small bunches in a 
warm, airy place out of sunlight to dry 
them, then crumble them up and store 
the dried herbs in a clean, dry glass jar.

The interior has had the Jaguar luxury 
book thrown at it with soft-grain leather 
and contrast stitching, adjustable seat bol¬ 
sters, ‘Piano Black’ veneer and premium 
Bowers & Wilkins surround sound system.

AS the fallout settles from Alistair 
Darling’s first Budget, there has 
been evidence that Britain’s 
motorists were already starting to 
‘think green’. 

Motor insurer Esure claims that, far from 
shocking drivers, the Chancellor’s new road 
tax measures simply reinforced a conviction 
already held by many 

A pre-Budget poll by the insurer of more 
than 1,000 motorists showed nearly half (42 
per cent) said that they would buy an environ- 
mentally-friendly car when they next changed 
their vehicle. 

And 71 per cent said they would research the 
overall cost of buying a new car, including a car’s 
mpg, servicing intervals/costs and road tax. 

An Esure spokesman said attitudes were 
definitely changing. 

“British drivers appear to have seen the 
‘green’ light and are shifting their car buying 
habits and aspirations to fit with the current, 
more eco-friendly society,” he said. 

Influential car buyers’ guide, Parker’s 
agreed. 

Editor Kieren Puffett said: “Making a well- 
informed choice about what car you drive now 
and in the future will have a bigger impact on 
your wallet than ever. 

“While the cost of fuel remains expensive, 
car owners can minimise their annual 
running cost by seeking out the low emission 
versions of the cars that suit their needs. 

“Not only will this lead to lower annual road 
tax, these cars will also be the most economi¬ 
cal on fuel.” 

But the Budget’s shock factor was picked up 
by motoring watchdogs such as the influential 
RAC Foundation where director Sheila Rainger 
slammed the Government for expecting drivers 
to top up the ‘public purse’ with taxes disguised 
as environmental considerations. 

She said: “There is no environmental case for

unlike rail or air travellers.” 

Car makers have been relatively quiet on 
the topic though, tending more to play up new 


greener models - see picture stories from 
Honda and Seat - though Saab was scathing on 
the Government’s apparent distaste for biofuels. 

The Swedish marque has hitched its 
environmental wagon to this lower emission 
option and Saab Great Britain MD, Jonathan 
Nash, said: “I am deeply disappointed that 
the Chancellor has announced the removal 
of the fuel duty rebate for biofuels from 2010. 


“The UK continues to fall behind Europe 
where a more generous package of incentives is 
encouraging consumers and fuel providers to 
embrace this technology and reduce the envi¬ 
ronmental impact of their new car purchase.”

Saab9 3 SportWagon 


IT has always been about pressure 
for Saab. 

Pressure from starting late in the car busi¬ 
ness - initially an aircraft manufacturer, the 
Swedish marque’s first car arrived in 1947. 

Pressure from turbocharging its engines, 
enabling Saab to punch above its weight 
against German rivals. 

Pressure to be different and stand out from 
the crowd. 

Pressure to deliver - UK sales fell 12.3 per 
cent last year and Saab now holds less than a 
per cent of the overall market. 

Pressure to find new models when there is 
nothing on the radar. 

And now pressure from within. Wholly 
owned by General Motors nowadays, the 
brand is positioned as GM’s premium brand 
above mainstream Vauxhall (Opel in Europe) 
and then Chevrolet, newly installed as the 
group’s Value brand’. 

With Chevy touted as GM’s growth area in 
the UK and Europe though, Vauxhall/Opel is 
being pushed higher and October’s replace¬ 
ment for the Vectra, the Insignia, will be far 
more upmarket than its predecessor. 

The new car will be expected to attack exec¬

utive class cars that have nibbled at its vol¬ 
umes over the past decade but, in doing so, 
may also cannibalise Saab sales. 

Pressure indeed for Saab but, as always, it 
makes the best of what it has got and a recent 
facelift to its main model, the 9-3, reveals a car 
truly in its prime. 

There is little new, but the 9-3 is a sound and 
well-organised prospect and the rakish front 
end is muscular, eye-catching and in keeping 
with Saab’s aero-engineering heritage. 


There was nothing much wrong with the 
rest of the car’s lines: the saloon looks low 
slung and racy enough to justify Saab calling 
it a Sport Saloon, while robust demand for the 
smart Convertible has surely helped the 
brand and dealers keep things ticking over. 

But our test car is one of the top SportWagon 
models, a 1.9TiD 150 PS Vector Sport 
(£25,080). This design is one of the most styl¬ 
ish and more practical ‘lifestyle estates’ on the 
market; it shares the saloon’s aerodynamic 


front half, but the waistline sweeps up to a 
neatly cropped tail. 

Admittedly, that back end costs luggage 
space, allowing the Saab’s 419 litres of boot 
space - 1,273 litres with seats folded - to be 
bettered by some key rivals. 

There is useful under-floor stowage though 
and this sector is more about image - the Saab 
looks the part for a modest £1,000 premium 
over equivalent 9-3 saloons.

capable of living with the best; our test car is 
one of the performance models, though there 
are 180 PS (177bhp) diesel and 2.8 V6 petrol 
Aero flagships. 

Having previously been impressed by the 
refinement of the lower output 120 PS version 
of the 1.9 turbodiesel, I found that its more 
powerful sister can sound rather raucous 
when cold or under hard acceleration and, 
despite driver aids, there is a hint of steering 
wheel fight as the front wheels try to handle 


the power under low speed acceleration. 

Motorway cruising and economy is impressive 
though and the car is at ease on the twisty 
stuff thanks to the engine’s powerful pulling low 
down the rev range and a slick six-speed 'box. 

The steering also gives good feedback, 
enhancing a chassis biased towards crisp han¬ 
dling and a firmish ride. 

The interior echoes Saab heritage, being 
thoughtfully arranged and durable without 
being particularly luxurious though the test 


car’s leather seats looked terrific as well as 
being superbly comfortable. 

The split/folding rear seats flop easily to 
open out the load area and a 'ski slot’ behind 
the armrest allows long narrow items to be 
carried with seats in place.

CHANCELLOR Alistair Darling got it right for 
one Kent firm which was left with big smiles after 
his first Budget. 

Ecologia, the environmental consultancy and 
specialist ground remediation company based at 
Kent Science Park, is ready for extra business 
now the chancellor has extended a special tax 
relief aimed at developing more brownfield land. 

He extended the so-called Land Remediation 
Relief designed to assist development of brown¬ 
field site, but the key fact for Ecologia is that in 
most cases brownfield sites are contaminated; 
affected by pollutants likely to cause significant 
harm to human health, ecosystems and con¬ 
trolled waters. 

In fact, if the land is contaminated, businesses 
can claim the relief from corporation tax at the 
rate of 150 per cent of the qualifying costs, mak¬ 
ing it very worth their while. 

A company can qualify if land it acquired to 
carry out its trade is known to be already contam¬ 
inated when bought - the polluter or the person 
who knowingly polluted the site while previously 
in occupation of the site would not have been eli¬ 
gible for relief. 

Giacomo Maini, managing director of Ecologia 
said: “Because the cost of cleaning brownfield to a 
safe standard can affect the commercial viability 
of any redevelopment, many areas have previous¬ 
ly been left abandoned and contaminated. 

“However, with the pressure to build more hous¬ 
es and protect green belt land, the Government’s 
focus has been on building on brownfield land. 
And with land values with planning consent for 
development rising, and the added tax relief it has 
become commercially viable to use specialists 
such as ourselves to remediate brownfield sites. 

“The Government’s decision to continue to give 
landowners tax relief against the cost of remedi¬ 
ation of derelict land is great news, not only for 
businesses but also companies such as ourselves 
who specialise in brownfield remediation.”

Stores battle to 
keep rising fuel 
costs off our bills

FOOD prices are rising in our 
shops as rocketing fuel and ener¬ 
gy costs and increasing price- 
tags on commodities such as 
wheat all take their toll. 

But an exclusive survey by KOS Media 
has found that prices would be even higher 
if supermarket groups had not swung into 
action earlier with fuel-saving and green 
initiatives. 

To say accurately by how much is almost 
impossible, because of all the variable fac¬ 
tors involved, but it is a reality. 

Sainsbury’s, which has 50 stores across 
Kent, said it aims to reduce the distance 
travelled by lorries owned by the company 
and its suppliers by five million kilometers 
over the next three years. 

A spokeswoman said: “To achieve this we 
make sure that, wherever possible, lorries 
never run empty. 

“They are either carrying products to 
store, or returning items to our depots. 


“This could be re-usable crates (thus min¬ 
imising cardboard packaging), plastic and 
cardboard returned for recycling, or empty 
pallets used for stacking and moving crates 
around within stores and depots. 

‘When they pass by our suppliers on their 
return journeys, they can also collect deliv¬ 
eries to take to our depots, thus saving a 
separate journey by a supplier’s lorry.” 

She said the firm’s new integrated trans¬ 
port management system co-ordinates the 
process, and will be fully operational across 
all sites by the end of 2008. 

This system plans routes for lorries 
between stores and depots that ensures 
improved fuel efficiency and reduces miles 
travelled. 

Green 

Exactly a year ago, Sainsbury’s 
announced plans to be the first major UK 
retailer to convert 20 per cent of its online 
delivery fleet to green electric vehicles and 
it aims to roll out carbon-friendly battery- 
powered vans across the UK in the next 
three years. 

A spokesman for Asda, owned by US 
retail giant Wal-Mart and with 15 stores in 
Kent, said: “With a 20 per cent increase in 


fuel prices in the last 18 months, it is 
inevitable that this impacts on the busi¬ 
ness. But because Asda is a value-focused 
business, we have the experience and effi¬ 
ciencies to minimise this more than our 
rivals. 

“In regards to in-store, there has certain¬ 
ly been inflation in certain categories this 
year of which the increase of fuel price has 
an impact - however we’re doing a good job 
keeping the overall cost of our customers’ 
baskets down.” 

He added: “As far as distribution is con¬ 
cerned, yes, the fuel prices do impact costs, 
but the business absorbs as much of these 
pressures as possible. 

“We are not really doing anything differ¬ 
ent in response because we have always 
worked hard to maximise efficiencies and 
reduce road miles.” 

He said the firm works with suppliers and 
hauliers to maximise efficiencies by sharing 
loads especially on one-way trips, and uses 
more double-decker lorries and trains. It 
recycles eight per cent of the nation’s card¬ 
board.

Cashing in on high

“It’s also about having the right advisers 
and Clydesdale has really shown what it can 
do for companies with ambitious plans.” 

Martin White, of Clydesdale Bank in 
Maidstone, said: “Mark is one of an emerging 
group of young entrepreneurs who are help¬ 
ing to shape the county’s economy.

Let’s be more 
constructive

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Avoid trapdoors in 
buy-to-let market

A LEADING letting and property 
management boss has warned that 
some rogue landlords and agents 
have been attracted into the market 
as the number of people wanting 
to rent rather than buy homes has 
rocketed. 

Graham Harrison, chief executive of 
Ashton Burkinshaw, said: “Although the 
rental industry is largely both professional 
and responsible, the expansion of buy-to- 
let (BtL) has brought some rogue landlords 
and agents into the market. 

We continue to campaign for all agents to 
be licensed and qualified with the Association 
of Residential Letting Agents (ARLA).” 

Mr Harrison said prospects for BtL this 
year remained strong and predicted that 
landlords will expand their portfolios in 
response to buoyant demand. 

Recently the Business Supplement high¬ 
lighted the big increase in the number of

people renting rather than buying, after being 
priced out of the property market and for 
other reasons, and the level of owner-occupan¬ 
cy has now dropped beneath the 70 per cent 


mark for the first time in almost a decade. 

And fresh hope has also been given to BtL 
landlords, with rising numbers of temporary 
foreign workers and increasing rents offsetting 
fears of a slide in the value of their properties. 

Mr Harrison said: “However, even with the 
present market conditions, to be successful 
there are some simple rules that landlords 
should follow.” 

• Choose a property with good transport 
links and easy access to retail and leisure 
facilities 

• Tight budgetary control - make sure your 
income at least matches your outgoings 
on mortgage costs, legal and agents’ 
fees, service charges, insurance, property 
maintenance and void periods 

• Choose your location carefully and do your 
research on what tenants want, as well as 
checking that rental values are accurate - 
this means consulting a specialist letting 
agent, such as Ashton Burkinshaw, with 
the necessary local knowledge 

• Rather than paying the new-build premium 
or buying in areas which have already been 
‘gentrified’, where prices will be higher, con¬ 
sider buying a property on the fringes, but 
only if you are prepared to ‘do it up’ profes¬ 
sionally, and to a good specification, if it has 

not been refurbished 

• Terraced houses can be good buys, as are 
two-bedroom flats because both have 
wider appeal. Remember that tenants do 
like a little outside space 

• Developers’ incentives have their place, 
but not if every flat in a new block is 
being bought to let. Landlords will be 
competing against each other, with the 
potential that rents will be forced down 

• Look for resale potential, even though 
buy to let is for the medium to long term, 
and most people intend to keep their 
properties for ten years or more 

• Ensure your property is compliant with the 
latest legislation, and your letting agent is a 
member of one of the government approved 
Tenant Deposit Protection schemes - or be 
prepared to face severe penalties.

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Market slump fails to 
hinder auction sales

SAVILLS recently reported 
that a freehold retail and 
office property in Maidstone 
made a respectable seven 
per cent yield at auction 
despite an increasingly chal¬ 
lenging marketplace.

Giles into the ale trade 


Q 


What led you into the pub business? 


A The hurricane of 1987. Up until that point 
I had been working on my family’s fruit 
farm in Chilham and the hurricane destroyed 
two thirds of the crop, effectively putting us 
out of business. 

The day after this was my wedding and then 
the following Monday was Black Monday so, 
understandably, it seemed a good time to start 
looking around for a new career path. 

John Rudgard, a lifelong friend and tenant¬ 
ed trade district manager at Shepherd Neame 
suggested that Phillipa, my wife, and I should 
consider running a pub. 

So we ran The Granville, near Canterbury, for 
seven years before moving onto Etchinghill Golf 
Club. In the spring of 19971 came to work at the 
brewery itself, which can be seen as an interest¬ 
ing twist of fate as my Hilton ancestors were 
key figures in the brewery in generations past. 


Q 


What forms a typical week for you? 


A My main priority is getting through my 
administration work in the office as quick¬ 
ly as possible. Then I can get out of the brew¬ 
ery and meet with the account managers face- 
to-face, wherever they may be. 

It’s an important principle of mine to have 
regular contact with the managers and our 
clients. 

I want them to know that I am there to sup¬ 
port them in their work, whether it involves 
helping to prepare and give a presentation, or 
find a solution to a logistical problem they 
might be having with a client. 

I will make time for them, literally, morning, 
noon or night, because I need to have an 
understanding of what they are up to and 
ensure that everything is running smoothly. 

Q What are the main problems facing 
pubs today and how does Sheps help its 
customers cope with them? 

A Shepherd Neame has acquired a veritable 
encyclopaedic knowledge of pubs and bars; 
an amassed experience that covers every con¬ 
ceivable predicament and situation. 


I QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


Giles Hilton has a job many of us would 
envy and raise a glass to. He is head of 
free trade sales at Faversham-based 
Shepherd Neame, the oldest brewery in 
the country. He manages a team of eight 
account managers who sell Sheps ales, 
lagers and other products distributed 
by the company to independent pubs, 
freehouses, hotels, sports clubs, social 
clubs and workingmen’s clubs throughout 
the South East, including London. 



We, in the free on-trade department, look at 
what works in both the managed and tenant¬ 
ed pubs in order to provide our customers 
with sound advice. The more we can learn 
from the other areas of the business, the more 
use we can be to our customers. 

Having 300-odd years of pub experience to 
fall back on, we tend to be able to work 
through a lot of problems which other people 
might not want to take on. I think this is 
what sets Shepherd Neame apart from other 
drink suppliers. 

Pubs are dealing with the adverse affects of 
being tarred with the binge-drinking brush 
that has been passed over the whole industry. 


To me this seems unjust because the anti¬ 
social behaviour associated with binge drink¬ 
ing is not happening in these community pubs 
and sports clubs. It seems ludicrous to me 
that grown-up establishments are being pun¬ 
ished by a broad, un-strategic response to an 
irresponsible minority. 


Q 


How do you relax? 


A I am chairman of Canterbury Rugby Club 
and have a keen interest in the sport. I 
have an established routine of taking my 
dogs out for a walk every morning at 6.30 
come rain or shine. I also enjoy spending time 


with my family and watching my two boys 
playing sport. 

Q Do you have any major plans for 
Shepherd Neame over the next five 
years? 

A We are, of course, looking to maximise sales 
in the existing trading area, ensuring that 
we are delivering the best service available. I 
am also investigating the economics of expand¬ 
ing our operating area into the west and north. 
Hopefully, we will have the momentum to 
operate further into West Sussex and into 
Hampshire, but that is for 
the future to decide.

all part of it. 

“We purposefully went before 
them because of the Thames Gate¬ 
way development, as we will be 
looking for additional funding to 
ensure there are sports facilities 
available there. 

Investment 

‘We need to ensure we can get 
local authorities to tap into this 
money and make sure Kent gets its 
fair share and we will be working 
hard to do this. 

We need to make our case and 
make it strong and hopefully invest¬ 
ment will follow from it. 

“You do not have to go far in Kent 
to realise there is a need for invest¬ 
ment and if we can get that into the 
county that would be great. 

“If we can get the schools open 
to sport that would be a great 
base where we can begin to create 
something.” 

The FA canvassed opinion of 
37,000 people in the game to find 
out which areas of the sport needed 
investment most. 

Sir Trevor Brooking has led the 
way on the project as the FA looks 
to create a better environment for 
youngsters to learn the skills of the 
game and ultimately improve the 
fortunes of the national team.

Sir Trevor said: “Of course we 
want to raise standards in all areas 
of football, including at the top, but 
it’s important to get the platform 
and the base right for that to hap¬ 
pen. So we want to help any young¬ 
ster improve, whatever their ability.” 

The FA has also launched its 
Respect campaign to address poor 
behaviour from players, parents and 



supporters as the number of refer¬ 
ees leaving the game is alarming. 

Earlier this year, the Kent FA 
appointed John Newson as referee 
development officer in an attempt 
to retain referees in the county. 
Although this was a positive step, 
Bright feels the behaviour of pro¬ 
fessional footballers and managers 
has a major impact on the game at 
all levels. 

He said: “People tell me the 
Respect initiative by the FA should 
be the other way round. 

We really should be going to the 
leading clubs on television and they 
should be making sure the super- 
stars at those clubs behave them¬ 
selves in a way that the children or 
adults won’t clone the next time 
they play. 

“I know, as far as the professional 
game is concerned, there will be an 
initiative and we do have to make 
sure managers and their players 
in this country understand that 
their behaviour reflects on the 
whole game. 

“That cascades down and certain¬ 
ly in adult football in this county at 
the moment, there has been a num¬ 
ber of instances of behaviour that is 
totally unacceptable and we will 
come down heavy on it.”

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Gills faithful tell of their frustration at club’s relegation plight

GILLINGHAM fans have had pre¬ 
cious little to cheer about in recent 
seasons, but even for hardened fans, 
last weekend’s 3-0 capitulation 
against Crewe marked a low point. 

Defeat marked the latest in a disastrous run 
of results since the turn of the year, which has 
seen the club slide from mid-table safety to 
being cut adrift in the relegation zone. 

A haul of 10 points from 15 games in 2008, 
scoring just nine goals, bears all the hall¬ 
marks of a side destined for relegation. 

The home fans at Priestfield created an 
electrifying atmosphere last week, particu¬ 
larly after half-time, but the final whistle 
was greeted with a volley of discontent. 

Alan Liptrott, long-time Gills fan and co¬ 
publisher of Gills Connect, believes the 
performance against Crewe was one of 
the worst he had watched but sees it as 
symptomatic of a steady decline. 

He said: “I get the feeling some of the play¬ 
ers are taking the mickey out of us and that’s 
when it gets embarrassing. When 1,000 fans 
leave with 15 minutes to go that says a lot. 

“What is going on now started in the 
Championship. One season we stayed up on 
goal difference but what has happened is the 
quality of the playing staff has gone down 
and down. 

“I think people are so frustrated because 
they believed this season the slide could have 
been halted but it has got worse.” 

Feelings boiled over after the game and a 
group of fans even threw stones at chairman 
Paul Scalfys car. 

Gary Liptrott, chairman of the Gillingham 
Independent Supporters Club, was shocked 
at the incident, but feels Scales notes in the 
club programme referring to fans that haved 
“jumped ship” has not helped to unite the 
fans and the club. 

Attitude

He said: “You can’t condone that, it’s 
totally out of order. That should not happen 
whatsoever, but the way he has slated the 
supporters recently was not a good idea. Sup¬ 
porters are entitled to their say, he has to 
expect criticism when things go bad.” 

The attitude and quality of the players 
have also been recurring themes, with sup¬ 
porters sceptical from the outset about the 
number brought in by Mark Stimson from 
non-league clubs. 

While some of the non-league players have 
looked out of their depth, the side which 
started against Crewe contained only three 
who began the season in the Conference. 

The trio included Adam Miller and John Nut¬ 
ter, who have looked capable of playing at the 
level and have arguably improved the side. 

Unlike some of his predecessors, Stimson 
has been open and is yet to duck a difficult 


question in press conferences and perhaps 
revealed the root of the problem when he 
admitted this week he was not surprised 
about the club’s predicament. 

He said: “Unfortunately I couldn’t bring in 
all the players I wanted to bring in because 
they were division one and division two play¬ 
ers so I had to try and get the next best.” 

Gillingham’s inability to recruit players on 
permanent deals or on loan could be their 
downfall. Chris Dickson showed the talent 
available by scoring 11 goals in 14 games in 
a three-month stay early in the season. 

One point difficult for fans to swallow is the 
fact Stimson has repeatedly stated the play¬ 
ers do not pay much attention to where the 
club are in the league table. 

When asked whether he thought the team 
were taking the situation seriously, Stimson 
replied: “I hope they are because we have 


stressed that to them. A lot of players will not 
even take it in one ear, let alone keep it in, 
because that’s football players.” 

It begs the question: if the players are 
unaware of the club’s plight, when will they 
wake up and realise they are in a relegation 
dogfight? 

The truth is from the first game of the sea¬ 
son, when Gills lost to an average Chel¬ 
tenham team and had two men sent off, the 
team has been in an almost constant state 
of flux. 

Ronnie Jepson left within weeks, beginning 
an uneasy two months of caretaker rule until 
Stimson was brought in. Since then barely a 
week has gone by without an out-of-favour 
player moved on or a new player signed.

Buyout boosted 
Fleet cup hopes 

EBBSFLEET face Torquay United in the final 
of the FA Trophy at Wembley in May, but it 
appears the club may not have been able to 
make history without the much-publicised 
website takeover, according to the man behind 
the move. 

MyFootballClub.co.uk creator, Will Brooks, 
told Kent on Sunday the Gravesend side could 
have been forced to release some of the players 
in the squad to balance the books. 

However, after the website’s £600,000 
takeover that was finally completed last 
month, manager Liam Daish has been able to 
keep his players and offer contracts to key 
players such as goalkeeper Lance Cronin. 

Brooks said: “Probably the best thing was 
after the semi-final when a couple of the ex¬ 
directors said to me the club could not have 
made it without our takeover which was nice. 

“A couple of weeks before the takeover, Liam 
was told that he would have to cut the playing 
budget. Luckily we stepped in and Liam and 
his team have kept all their players. 

“It is good that the former directors believe 
that we have the club’s best intentions at 
heart. More and more existing fans are slowly 
warming towards us.” 

Wembley 

It has been a year of change for the Kent 
club. After changing their name from 
Gravesend & Northfleet in May, the club were 
taken over by a website in November which 
gave them 28,000 new fans who are now head¬ 
ing off to Wembley for a cup final. 

The concept is the first of its kind in Britain. 
It involved website members each paying £35 
to provide the funds for the takeover that 
would allow them a say in running the club, 
including voting on team selection. 

However, it is still unclear as to whether the 
website members will get the chance to vote on 
who makes the starting line-up for the final as 
the voting process is expected to be available 
by the end of the month. 

Brooks said: “I will certainly have to have a 
chat with Liam about that, I do not want to say 
yes or no at the moment. MyFC will be issuing 
a statement about it in the near future.”

DARTFORD’S high-class dojo is 
in fine for a £5 million cash injec¬ 
tion after it was unveiled as the 
British Judo Association’s choice 
to house a national performance 
institute, writes Glenn Pearson. 

Dartford Borough Council will 
provide land to the value of £1.5m 
and contribute to the cost of fees for 
the construction of a British Judo 
Performance Institute that will be 
built as an extension to the existing 
Dartford Judo Club. 

Facilities include not only access 
to the two existing frill mat areas, 
but an additional small matted 
room for focused coaching and sport 
science work, a high performance 
gym and rehab area, a coach plan¬ 
ning facility, a performance analy¬ 
sis suite, medical consultation and 
treatment rooms and staff offices. 

The institute would be a base for 
British Judo stars as they head 
towards the 2012 Olympics. 

The centre at Dartford would be 
based on other national centres 


that are already established in 
France and Japan. 

The Dartford Judo Club was 
chosen as the favoured site 
because of the existing facility and 
the opportunity to build a bespoke 
and exclusive facility. 

The institute will be a base for 


athletes who will also be able to 
stay in residential accommodation 
and it will be a venue for day train¬ 
ing and squad training camps. 

Alan Roberts, head coach at the 
club told Kent on Sunday: “It’s 
good news for the club as we stand 
to gain quite a lot as we will have 


a magnificent gym which our best 
players will get access to. We are 
hoping that will bring even more 
players to the club and it should 
be a very exciting period of time 
for our own players which will 
give them a chance to progress. 

“The extension will make our 
Judo club the centre for the sport 
in Britain. All the training stan¬ 
dards will be set here because that 
is where the experts will be.” 

The club has seen a major 
increase in membership since it 
opened in 2006 and Roberts 
expects that to continue once the 
extension is built. 

He added: “The building we 
have is superb - it is the best 
dojo in Britain, and maybe the 
best in Europe. 

“The association want to link 
up with us because they can use 
our facilities in partnership and 
we are surrounded by open space 
which they will have an opportu¬ 
nity to build what they want.”

KENT are refusing to give up on 
having South African all-rounder 
Justin Kemp available for the 
start of the season after his bid to 
play county cricket this summer 
was declined. 

The England and Wales Cricket Board 
(ECB) turned down Kemp’s application 
because he has featured in the rebel Indian 
Cricket League - an event not sanctioned by 
the sport’s governing body the International 
Cricket Council. 

Kemp was one of five players to have their 
registrations declined. The others are former 
Kent all-rounder Andrew Hall, Johannes 
van der Wath (both Northamptonshire), 
Wavell Hinds (Derbyshire) and Hamish 
Marshall (Gloucestershire). 

Despite the ECB’s ruling, Kent chief exec¬ 
utive Paul Millman has vowed to fight 
Kemp’s cause and is still confident the 
powerful all-rounder will be available for 
the county’s opening fixture against 
Nottinghamshire on April 16. 

Millman told Kent on Sunday: ‘The first we 
knew was when the ECB issued a press 
release. Kemp’s registration has been declined 
over a complicated rule book issue and that is 
what they are using, although it is because he 
has been playing in the ICL. 

‘We have taken a look at the situation and 
believe there are exceptional circumstances. 
The ECB have given us the opportunity to 
make written representations and we will be 
doing that as soon as we can because we want 
him to be with us before the start of the season.” 

Unauthorised 

Kent signed the South African on a Kolpak 
deal at the beginning of February - a month 
before the ECB announced amendments to 
its regulations which stipulated cricketers 
playing in ‘unauthorised events’ in the 12 
months leading up to April 1 would be 
banned from playing county cricket. 

Millman had expected Kemp’s registration 
to be successful and told KoS the county will 
not look for alternative options because the 
South African is the only man they want. 

The club are hopeful their appeal will be 
looked on favourably by the ECB, although 
court action has not been ruled out in the future. 

He added: “I think that’s not on the agen¬ 
da at the moment, as we have been given an 
opportunity to make representations and I 
think we will have to take it a step at a time. 

“We are still of the view that Justin com¬ 
mitted to play for us at the end of the 2006 
season as he made a decision to want to play 
for Kent. His contract was very much made 
at the time when the rules about the Indian

Premier League and the ICL did not exist 
and those rules were very clear at the time.” 

Millman admitted it has been an unset¬ 
tling time for everyone in cricket and is per¬ 
haps not the ideal start to a county season, 
especially as the club are backing Kemp and 
are staying loyal to his contract. 

“I have spoke to Justin a lot over the last 
few weeks, but one thing I can tell you is that 
he is very happy to be contracted to play for 
Kent and remains totally committed to play¬ 
ing for us this season,” he said. 

“There is obviously disappointment on his 
part, but he is committed to playing for us.” 

Kent’s director of cricket Graham Ford is 
still hopeful Kemp will be part of his squad, 
telling KoS the burly South African would 
have acted differently had he known the 
implications of playing in the ongoing ICL. 

He said: “Justin has told me he would 
have walked away from the Indian cricket 
commitment with the ICL if it had been 
made known that there was a danger to 
his contract with Kent. 

“He has always had this desire to come 
back and play for us; he is committed to 


playing county cricket. So we are hoping and 
trusting things go through smoothly.” 

There was some good news this week as 
the ECB accepted Azhar Mahmood’s regis¬ 
tration to play for the county. 

Although he too played in the ICL, his cir¬ 
cumstances are different because he played 
for Surrey last year which meant he met 
ECB requirements of not playing in another 
ICC country. 
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
